DEFENSE ARGUMENTS GIVEN IN TPLP-F TRIAL 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 28 Jun 82 pp 9,12 


[Text] Ankara-—Defense hearings have continued at the trial of TPLP-F [Turkish 
People's Liberation Party-—Front] Revolutionary Front. Defense Attorney Emin 

Deger has said: "The questioning of the defendants in custody by the Security 
Directorate violates not only the principles of jurisprudence, but also the clauses 
of this law." 


Defense arguments were presented at the hearing held at the 3d Military Court of 

the Ankara Martial Law Command on 24 June in connection with charges brought 

against Hayrullah Kucukatalak and his colleagues. In his defense argument, Attorney 
Emin Deger referred to the changes made in Article 15 of the Martial Law Command's 
Law No 1402. Noting that "Article 15 contains no clause which indicates that the 
Security Directorate has questioning powers in judicial cases," Deger said: 

"There are no clauses anywhere indicating that the defendants may be questioned 
during the time they are held in custody." Deger continued: 


"Furthermore, one clause of Article 18 states explicitly that the martial law 
commander handling a case must hand over the documents in his possession to the 
military prosecutor. Another clause of Article 18 states that the martial law 
commander can ask only a civil or a military prosecutor to implement questioning 
procedures. Consequently, the questioning held by the Security Directorate is 
illegal even under the extraordinary circumstances of today. 


"In the light of these facts, the manner of implementation of Article 7, appended 
to the Martial Law Code on 24 March 1981, violates not only the principles of: 
jurisprudence, but also the code itself. The places where questioning may be 

held by martial law authorities are clearly specified. These are the offices of 
civil or military prosecutors. Therefore, taking the defendants to the security 
headquarters to implement this article of the law violates not only the principles 
of jurisprudence, but also this law itself. The defendants may be summoned for 
questioning from the prison where they are held only by the military prosecutor 

or the martial law commander. None of these officers has the right to send the 
defendants to the Security Directorate for questioning involving a judicial matter. 
The law stipulates that the defendants remain in the custody of the military 
prosecutor or the martial law commander. Since these officers have no right to 
transfer their powers to an unauthorized official, taking the defendants to the 
Security Directorate for questioning on the basis of this article is not right. 














"Honorable judges, the testimony given to the Security Directorate, to which we 
object, was obtained through such illegal procedures and, hence, cannot be used 
as evidence. 


"Article 31 of our Constitution states that evidence obtained through legal means 
can be used as evidence in court. Article 31 states that no one can be forced 

to incriminate himself or his kin. Given the clarity of these articles and in 

the light of the principles of western democracy as well as the principles of 

the government of law and the supremacy of the law, it is a fact that the 
testimony given to the Security Dire torate cannot be used as valid evidence in 
court. Furthermore, this testimony is not supported in any way by supplementary 
evidence held by the military court of appeals. The questioning held by the 
police is illegal, and its records have no legal value. In particular, the tactics 
used by the prosecutor to prove that those records reflect the facts have no place 
in legal practice. We do not understand what purpose the honorable prosecutor's 
remarks were made for. We have read his remarks again and again with an effort 

to understand them, but, if they will forgive us, we cannot understand them. 


"Now we are asking: If Idris Koylu is the founder of this organization and if the 
testimony given to the Security Directorate reflects the truth, then why have 

legal proceedings not been undertaken against Idris Koylu? How is it possible that 
the founder of an organization is heard as a witness at a trial where that 
organi:;ation is a defendant? Instead of resolving this contradiction, the honorable 
prosecutor has taken an unreasonable attitude and has been trying to prove the 
validity of the testimony given to the Security Directorate by saying that ‘this 

is the name of the sister of so and so' and ‘so and so is of Circassian origin.’ 

We believe that the main point we must dwell upon here is the case of Idris Koylu."

DEP PRESIDENT ON ‘PRINOS‘ PRODUCTION 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 30 Jun 82 p 13 


[Text] The Prinos deposit is yielding, on the average, only 8,080 barrels a 
day, instead of the budgeted 25,000 barrels, because cf several production 
problems which have presented themselves at the installations of the North 
Aegean Petroleum Company (foreign consortium) which is exploiting the deposit. 


This was revealed by Public Petroleum Corporation. {DEP] President L. Kalyvio- 
tis, speaking on 29 June at the company's yearly general meeting. “He added 
that, of the 2,305 million drachmas which were the total gross proceeds from 
the Prinos production, "DEP's share came to just 216 million drachmas" (about 
10 percent)! 


Mr. Kalyviotis also revealed a great number of mistakes and shortcomings of 
the previous DEP administrations concerning both the Prinos deposit and con- 
cessions given to foreign companies. In addition, the DEP president reported 
that: 


1, A goal of the new administration is for the country's petroleum potential 
to become known (assessed) within two five-year programs (10 years). 


2. There will be a study of the advisability of purchasing a land drill. 


3. DEP will develop entrepreneurial activity‘ain order to cover, in stages, 
exploration expenses from its own capital. 


4. Primary explorations (geologic-geophysical, etc.) will be intensified for 
effective support of drillings. 


5. Review of the contract with the foreign consortium ("Oceanic contract") is 
necessary so that DEP can participate in making decisions, as well as in ex- 
ploring and exploiting the deposits. 


6. Modifying the institutional regime for exp.oration and exploitation of 
hydrocarbons in Greece is deemed indispensable. The best line for negotiating 
with the foreign companies to whom various areas of the country have been 
granted will be charted in advance. This “line” will be charted following an 
assessment and evaluation of. the various areas possibly bearing petroleum. 














Mistakes and Shortcomings 


Also, according to Mr. Kalyviotis, the following are included in the previous 
DEP administration's "liabilities": 


1. The needless draining of large amounts of currency from the country because 
drillings were done--by foreign companies, of course--without being precedéd 

by geologic and geophysical explorations. (For four sea drillings and five 
land drillings, 2,545 million drachmas were spent.) 


2. DEP abstained from checking the foreign consortium's expenditures for the 
Prinos deposit (they amounted to 650 million dollars); as a result, a many- 
year volume of material to be checked has accumulated. The new administration 
has programmed a regular expenditures check. 


3. There was impromptu preparation for setting up the contracts with Shell 
(Thermaikos) and Atsip (Paxoi). More particularly, the minimal amount of 
Shell's investments did not represent even 2.8 percent of DEP's budget and 
this was for the Thermaikos, which is considered an “easy” area (small depth, 
good meteorologic conditions, etc,). 


4. DEP's additional expenses from the extended chartering of the floating 
drill Dan Baron for another six months came to one billion drachmas. It 
should be noted that the extension was decided on three days after the 
elections (on 21 October 1981) while this act could have happened up to 21 
November 1981! The new DEP Administrative Council will not exempt the 

old council from the responsibilites resulting from this issue.

ATHENS PAPER COMMENTS ON PETROLEUM DRILLING 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 26 Jun 82 p 4 


[Text] The government's decision to gradually reacquire control of the petro- 
leum prod_ced on Greek territory--which is presently, to a large percentage, in 
foreign hands--is a landmark in the brief history of our petroleum policy. 
Because the previous governments of the right, like the junta before then, 

had followed the policy of delivering in advance, and with the most burden- 
some terms, the nation's underground or undersea wealth to transatlantic and 
multinational companies. With today“s turn, the goal pursued in the first 
phase seems to be achieving Greek control over 50 percent of the North 

Aegean Petroleum Company's capital. And the future unfolds, naturally, in 

the coming phases.... 


But this action, which is causing general popular satisfaction, has dis- 
pleased some of the authors of those collaborations so burdensome for the 
country, which is not at all strange. One of these people, the former 
minister of industry, Mr. Manos, made a statement, "construing" developments 
in his way. "On the pretext of reviewing the contract," he says, "the govern- 
ment is essentially discontinuing the group's explorations in the area east 

of Thasos.... The announcement comes just two days after notification that 
the explorations have pinpointed an important deposit and is unavoidably 
adding another meaning to the famous moratorium with Turkey." 


One is tempted to ask Mr. Manos how he knows that the review sought by the 
government is leading to a discontinuation of explorations. The foreign 
group, thus far, has not made the smallest comment on the government's de- 
cision. Perhaps the former minister is speaking as a representative of 

the companies and communicating their decision to discontinue explorations? 
As for the second part of his statement, it seems that Mr. Manos has not been 
informed that the "famous moratorium" concerns avoidance of provocative acts, 
provocative statements and deliberate violations, and has no relation to 
Greek explorations in the Greek sea east of Thasos....

THASOS PETROLEUM WELL DRILLING CONTINUING 
Athens ELEVTHEROS KOSMOS in Greek 25 Jun 82 p 7 


[Text] Minister of Industry Peponis, answering journalists‘ questions during 
the 24 June press conference at the Foreign Correspondents’ Union, stated 
that, at the moment, a program for exploitation of nuclear energy is not 

one of our intentions. 


Mr. Peponis said, moreover, that there will be no discontinuation of works on 
any verified petroleum deposits or the advanced activities of the North 
Aegean Company, which is exploiting the Thasos deposit and making explorations 
in the same area. 


Our intention, said the industry minister, is not to impede exploitation of 
verified deposits, but to proceed to reviewing the contract with the group of 
north Aegean companies so that DEP [Public Petroleum Corporation].can actively 
participate in the explorations, drillings and exploitation. On its part, 

DEP is ready for negotiations with the group. 


Answering other questions, Mr. Peponis said the following: The government is 
not ready to repurchase Larko and the drilling at Katakolon has already 
reached 2,780 meters.

ELECTRICITY RATE CUT, NATURAL GAS SUPPLY NOTED 
The Hague ANP NEWS BULLETIN in English 14 Jul 82 p 1 


[Text] The Hague, July 13--The government today announced a cut in electricity 
rates for firms using more than 30 million kwh per year to bring these rates 
in line with those paid by foreign competitors. 


Economics Minister Jan Terlouw said in a letter to the second chamber that 
prices for these users (now between 13 and 15 guilder cents per kwh) would be 
cut by about four cents per kwh with effect from July 1, 1982. 


He noted that the reduction would go far to reduce differentials between the 
rates paid by Dutch industry and those paid by West German and French rivals. 


He noted that Dutch plants would still be paying about two cents per kwh more 
than competitors in West Germany, which he felt was an acceptable differential, 


Extra Gas 


To make the price cut possible Mr Terlouw said an extra eight billion cubic 
metres of natural gas would be used for power generation over and above 12 
billion cubic metres which the government had already earmarked for this pur- 
pose to ease the government's budget deficit. 


Dr Terlouw said the Cooperating Electricity Companies (SEP) had agreed with 
Gasunie that the extra eight billion cubic metres would be supplied. at a re- 
duced price, which would make the cut in rates possible. 


He estimated that some 50 Dutch companies stood to profit by the measure, 
Dr Terlouw said ‘technical difficulties’ made it impossible to cut electricity 


prices for smaller users at an early date, but the government would study ways 
of improving the competitive positions of such firms likewise. 





The scheme is intended to bridge the period until a number of power stations 
had been converted to coal burning at about 1987, when electricity rates could 
be reduced all round. : 


The cut will not apply tothe first 30 million kwh of annual consumption. 














More Gas Available 


Mr Terlouw said Dutch natural gas reserves were about 200 billion cubic 
metres larger than anticipated, because gas comsumption had fallen and new 
finds had been made. 


He said two billion cubic metres would be used extra this year, with an extra 
four billion annually from 1983 through 1986, and two billion in 1987, making 
20 billion cubic metres in the aggregate. 


Dr Terlouw said the extra eight billion would increase government revenue 
by ‘a few hundred million guilders.' 


Dutch gas sales totalled 88.7 billion cubic metres in 1981.

ECONOMIC FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY 


INDUSTRIALIST LEADER ON ECONOMY, UNEMPLOYMENT, HOURS 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 19 Jul 82 pp 42-47 


[Interview with Rolf Rodenstock, Federation of German Industries [BDI] 
president, by Rudolf Wallraf and Wolfgang Kaden of DER SPIEGEL at the 
G. Rodenstock Optical Works: "‘The 35-Hour Week Is Utterly Unrealistic'"] 


[Text] SPIEGEL: Mr Rodenstock, are you in fact worried about the fact that 
there soon will be as many as 2 million unemployed in the Federal Republic? 


Rodenstock: That is avery plain question about one of the most momentous 
problems of our economy and country. Of course the high unemployment--l./7 
million at present--is causing great worry to all entrepreneurs. 


SPIEGEL: Is it not a positive thing for business that far more applicants 
than previously are applying for vacancies? Excessive supply on the labor 
market moreover raises work morale, which your side has often complained 
about as being lax. 


Rodenstock: I don't know what you want. We have never complained about 
great laxness on the job. On the contrary, the overwhelming part of labor 
in German industry has been doing dependable work for decades. 


SPIEGEL: But in times of recession fewer people call in sick. 


Rodenstock: If you take the average amount of absence due tdé illness as the 
criterion of labor morale, you see immediately that there is nothing to that 
thesis. In my firm and also on the national average, it has remained almost 
the same. 


SPIEGEL: The rate of sickness among. those insured by AOK [General Health 
Insurance Fund] in the first 5 months of this year was 12 percent lower than 
the year before. 


Rodenstock: I nevertheless dispute your basic thesis. The idea that we might 
benefit from unemployment is utterly incomprehensible to me. From the point 
of view of social ethics alone, that would be quite indefensible. 














SPLEGEL: You want to meet your business targets. So, in wage negotiations for 
instance, it surely is quite a good thing if the workers have to be afraid 

for their jobs. And in the last two wage rate rounds, it has in fact paid 
off that the unions had to be content with very modest wage rises. 


Rodenstock: The reserve in wage rise rates in 1981 and 1982 merely corrected 
excesses of previous years. Don't forget that the wage agreements at that 
time were well above a defensible rate. 


SPIEGEL: Without the bad employment situation, however, such wage agreements 
would not have been feasible. 


Rodenstock: I have to contradict you if you want to impute to us that we took 
advantage of the situation and were out to gain from the untoward state of 
affairs, as it were. It is by no means in our interest for the purchasing 
power, and thus the demand, to go down as a result of unemployment, and for 
the general political tensions to increase. We would have to pay a very steep 
price if, for reasons of the labor morale mentioned by you, we thought that 
unemployment and lower wage rates were a good thing. 


SPIEGEL: If high unemployment continues or, as is to be feared, gets even 
worse, business at least can be sure of lower wage agreements for years to 
come. 


Rodenstock: You proceed from a wrong premise. Unemployment can be eliminated 
only by greater investment on the part of business. For that the companies 
need greater profits, however. And these can only be attained through lower 
costs. Therefore we do need a continuation of a moderate wage policy. 


SPIEGEL: In other words, a wage freeze for many years to come? 


Rodenstock: Not a wage freeze but wage rises which befit the economic situa- 
tion. I do see the wage rises of 1982 as a step forward and as a kind of 
contribution to the efforts to maintan employment. 


SPIEGEL: Who is making the effort? It is the workers who are supposed to 
make sacrifices in order to regain full employment. What remains for business 
to contribute? 


Rodenstock: Business has already made its contribution. It consists in profits 
having vanished as a result of huge rises in costs and a lack of orders. 
One can almost talk about having been bled. 


SPIEGEL: Business and its associations so far have not seen their way clear, 
however, for a joint initiative against unemployment. 


Rodenstock: We too lack magic tricks. We have already talked about cost re- 
lief on the side of wages. A prominent place in our book of recipes also is 
the demand for a reshuffle of government budgets. Consumption blocks will 
have to be reduced, and public investments increased in turn. Our homemade 
policies have to be oriented more toward real growth. 
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SPIEGEL: Do you mean you think that in a highly developed industrialized 
country such as the Federal Republic it is in fact still possible to attain 
rates of growth high enough to eliminate unemployment? 


Rodenstock: Certainly not over the short term. We would be happy to attain 
a rate of growth of 2 percent in the Federal Republic. 


SPIEGEL: That will hardly mean any relief for the labor market. The new 
Federal budget therefore is based on the assumption of 3 percent. 


Rodenstock: Let me compare it to a nicely coiffured lady. I fear there 
will yet be a rude awakening. 


SPIEGEL: Mr Rodenstock, if you were minister of economics and finance in 
Bonn... 


Rodenstock: ...Thanks for the bouquet! 
SPIEGEL: ...what would you try to see done? 


Rodenstock: As a businessman and as president of the BDI, I am pleading for 
an economical and financial policy aimed at strengthening public and private 
investments. Disregarding international influences, the economic difficul- 
ties can be tackled only through investments. 


SPIEGEL: Conversely, the profit situation of business should be improved 
to enable it to dv more investing. Have investment conditions not already 
become more favorable in the past couple of years? 


Rodenstock: There has been some improvement, but now we will have to digest 
a whole package of additional burdens. Take, for instance, the deterioration 
in pension provisions while works pensions are being indexed at the same 
time. Or take the decision to increase unemployment insurance contributions 
which was made to straighten out the budget. These cost each Rodenstock 

and Rodenstock employees DM 400,000 a year. All that takes away further 
funds from the companies. May I cite yet another example from my company? 


SPIEGEL: Please. 


Rodenstock: I have nothing against maternity allowances, but there are great 
burdens connected with them. In 1981 the company health insurance fund of the 
Rodenstock Works, Munich 77, handled maternity cases--to use the government 
jargon--costing it or the government almost DM 0.5 million, of which amount 
the company itself had to cover almost DM 300,000. All these are costs which 
really mount up. 


SPIEGEL: Let us stick to the unemployment problem. You talk only about the 
burdens of business in the Federal Republic and not about the benefits with 
which Bonn wants to induce management to make investments. Writeoffs were 
increased. Losses can now be written off over a longer period, and finally 
Bonn provides you with premiums for investments. Nevertheless nothing is 
happening.

Rodenstock: From what you have enumerated here you really cannot expect any 
push in investments. The bigger writeoffs only took effect as of the begin- 
ning of this year and apply only to new investments. The longer carryover for 
losses is an emergency aid but does not create a forward push. And with the 
investment subsidy Bonn has not made all that smart a move either. 


SPIEGEL: How come? 


Rodenstock: The measure has dampened the readiness to invest because during 

the many months of tug-of-war in Bonn many businesses put off their projects | 
in expectation of the subsidy legislation. Now that it is in effect, only | 
few can take advantage of it because the subsidy is granted only for iuvest- 

ments exceeding the average of the past 3 years. 


SPIEGEL: The measure, in other words, will not have any effect now either? 





Rodenstock: It is far too short term a measure. I have checked with many 
suppliers--for example, in the machine industry. They have confirmed to me 
that no additional orders worth mentioning have been received as yet. And 
even if some few additional orders should come in by the end of the year, 
when the permitted order period expires again, it will be no genuine in- 
crease. Rather it will be investments made earlier, and these will then not 
be made in 1983. This is noti the kind of long-term improvement of framework 
conditions such as we have been demanding again and again. 


SPIEGEL: Mr Rodenstock, the poor framework conditions have improved, haven't 
they? You are getting investment stimuli, interest rates have come down, 

the one-time tangible arguments about excessive wage rises no longer apply. 
It is our impression that representatives of industry are finding it increas- 
ingly difficult credibly to come up with the right arguments. 





Rodenstock: Just apply the burdens of the past years and months against the 
relief and you wiil see that I am right. 


SPIEGEL: You have been complaining for 13 years--ever since the SPD and FDP 
came to power in Bonn. Is it really all that farfetched to suspe:t that the 
lack of readiness to invest on the part of business is also a sort of pro- 
test against prevailing political conditions? 


Rodenstock: An investment strike based on a quasi-ideological prejudice 
against the SPD-FDP coalition wuld roughly be in line with the old adage: 
"It serves me right if I am cold-—-Why doesn't my father buy me a coat?" We 
would only be inflicting enormous damage on ourselves. 


SPIEGEL: But the direction does not suit you? 


Rodenstock: Whoever has observed the situation objectively these past 12 
months will have to admit that nothing has come of the great change forecast 
by Genscher. All this does not exactly encourage investments that are long 
term and entail considerable risk. 
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SPTEGEL: A change in Bonn would encourage business and induce it to make 
investments? 


Rodenstock: A government with such a future-oriented strategy would certainly 
raise great expectations. 


SPIEGEL: Expectations of what? 


Rodenstock: Expectations in terms of a change in trends. Also expectations 
that whatever is connected with genuine social security is not going to be 
curtailed. 


SPIEGEL: Let us assume that a government to the liking of business justifies 
expectations and there is a fantastic boom in investments. It would not solve 
the unemployment problem. We are afraid that then even more jobs will be 
rationalized out of existence. 


Rodenstock: That is an old trauma. I am firmly convinced that these fears 
are only partially justified. Either we all want technological progress, or 
we follow the system of a closed national economy of the Eastern bloc. 


SPIEGEL: The annihilation of jobs through technological progress does not 
frighten you? 


Rodenstock: Thank God, German enterprises excel not only in rationalization 
but also in innovation. New needs and new products also create new jobs. 
Take the possibilities of both private and public investments in the area of 
energy-saving innovations. Enormous investment opportunities are opening up 
there, including public ones, with great employment stimuli. 


SPIEGEL: Precisely such energy-saving and also environment-protecting 
investments--for instance, expansion of the long-distance heating system or 
the building of coal power plants more protective of the environment——were 
demanded by the Social Democrats at their party congress in Munich in April 
of this year. How is it that the BDI president is adopting key items from 
the SPD employment program strongly denounced by the BDI? 


Rodenstock: German industry has all along pointed out the importance of 
investments in the energy-saving field. Among the SPD, these measures look 
quite different, however. Even as regards financing, we are worlds apart. 
The SPD pleads for greater tax burdens, thereby killing again anything in 
the way of positive effects that might derive from public investments. 


SPIEGEL: What part of the FRG social system is being killed if for once 

it becomes the turn of top-income middie class people, such as dentists, to 
make their contribution, or civil servants contribute to unemployment insur- 
ance? 


Rodenstock: The whole sector of the middle class and the self-employed does 


not consist only of dentists. And we surely cannot pass a lax dentista. 
If still greater burdens are placed on the self-employed middle class, on 
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crafts and small enterprises, it is bound to have a very negative psychologi- 
cal effect. Nor, incidentally, is the benefit all that great if they place 
even greater burdens on this small group while raising the top tax rate. 


Please keep in mind that the so-called better-off people also have fewer 
benefits and a number of additional burdens. This is the case, for instance, 
as regards the lack of entitlement under BAFoeG [Federal law for the Advance- 
ment of Education] on the part of children going to school. Even former 
Finance Minister Matthoefer has stated in public that the limit of tax bur- 
dens has been reached. The whole thing in effect is no more than a distribu- 
tion-policy figleaf--with an extremely negative effect. 


SPIEGEL: Mr Rodenstock, it may not be a way out (we agree with you there) 
to halt technological progress by force in order to solve employment prob- 
lems. If, however, this progress on the one hand destroys many jobs and 
if on the other hand there no longer is sufficient growth to create a cor- 
responding number of new jobs elsewhere, does not a shortening of work time 
offer the only way out in those circumstances? 


Rodenstock: At first blush this may be a fascinating argument, what with 
the owners of work giving up part of their possession without work. But if 
you want to reduce unemployment by shortening work time, you must not in the 
process exclude the entire complex of consequences for the enterprises of 
another reduction of work time. 


SPIEGEL: There are various models for shortening work time. One can have 
employees retire earlier... 


Rodenstock: ...If the years of work are shortened, it is quite unclear as 
yet how that could be financed. It also becomes a problem if experienced 
qualified specialists have to be replaced by a new generation of employees. 


SPIEGEL: The Metalworkers Union, after the expiration of an agreement with 
management to keep things as they are, plans to submit demands for a shorten- 
ing of work time in 1984. 


Rodenstock: I have great forbodings about that. There is no question but 
that, in comparison with competing industrialized countries, the Federal 
Republic is at the lower boundary as far as the work year is concerned. 
That is a handicap for the competitiveness of German industry. 


SPIEGEL: The most effective means of accommodating the unemployed again 
would be a drastic reduction of the workweek--for instance, the introduction 


of a 35-hour week. 


Rodenstock: That is utterls unrealistic. A deterioration in real income by 
workers is not defensible because it would reduce demand. A full-wage agree- 
ment, demanded by the unions, is:sometliing that business cannot afford. To 
solve the unemployment problem by shortening the work time, I am afraid, would 
be going from the frying pan into the fire.

SHIPMENTS AT DUNKERQUE DECREASE: NAVAL CONSTRUCTION DECLINES 
Amount of Materials Imported Described 
Paris LES ECHOS in French 10 Jun 82 p 17

[Text] The people of Dunkerque are not the type who give up in the fact of 
difficulties. Jean Le Fol, who manages the autonomous port, does not 
hesitate to point out, however, that "a solid business is one which uses 
obstacles as a springboard." The pause which marked the change in local 
port traffic last year (37.6 million tons after 2 consecutive years above 
the 40 million ton mark) has undoubtedly strengthened the desire of the 
ports to send new traffic to Dunkerque. | 


For this port, which has a sizable portion of its trade going to supply 

raw materials for local industry (which is dominated by the steel industry 
and oil refining), the repercussions of the economic crisis quickly become 
millions of lost tons. However, while shipments of ore dropped 10 percent, 
to 11.4 million tons in 1981, imports of coal and coke underwent a new 
increase (4.8 percent), to reach a new record of 8.4 million tons. A rather 
exceptional level which, however, leads to the fear of a slump this year 
while waiting for the recovery which can be anticipated in 1983 with the 
opening of the west heavy cargo pier. 


This pier (which represents an investment of over 350 million francs) is now 
literally coming out of the ground, because the dredging operations for the 
channels and protective dikes, which are enabling it to be constructed 

dry, have just begun. The access channel will be dredged to size--16 meters, 
which will let ships of 175,000 tons through. During the first phase this 
terminal should be able to handle an annual traffic of 3.5 million tons. 


Equipped with a pier 426 meters long, the facility will have two 50-ton 
unloading cranes with an hourly yield of 2,000 tons/hour for ore and 1,700 
tons/hour for coal. Between now and its opening, a definitive solution 
will undoubtedly be foudn so that the local steel industry's supplies 

can benefit best by a direct connection to the factory. 
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An cxamination of the Dunkerque figures again leads us to note that arrivals 
of crude oil have once again reached their level of 10 years ago, after a 
34.2 percent decrease in 1981. There is nothing very unusual in this 
situation, which is the same for all large French and foreign ports. 


However, it must be noted that putting the new catalytic cracker at the 
Total refinery into operation, as well as the new line of Copenor's low 
density polyethylene (the fruits of cooperation between CDF [French Coal 
Company]-Chemistry and Qatar General Petroleum) with a capacity of 100,000 
tons/year, will slow demand and at least partially offset the depression at 
the local BP refinery. In addition, refined products continue to account 
for about 4 million tons/year of Dunkerque's activities. 


But besides this large bulk traffic, it is interesting to note that Dunkerque 
now regularly surpasses the 5 million tons/year mark for general cargo which 
dominates steel and iron products (2 million tons). The vitality of these 
latter exports is nevertheless threatened by certain protectionist measures. 


Diversion of 6 Million Tons 


Mentioning the heading general cargo leads us to note one of the essential 
characteristics of the port of Dunkerque--that of being the major victim 
of the diversion of French maritime freight towards its two major rivals 
and neighbors, Rotterdam and Anvers. 


A short while ago the example of the wool trade was cited in this respect, 
and not without bitterness. However, as Michel Pechere, director of the 
autonomous port pointed out, "During the last few months we have been able 

to detect an awareness on the part of international shippers of the necessity 
of using the transport facilities of the country more wisely." But it 

is obvious that a policy of recapturing the traffic will not last if it 

has to be imposed despite economic and commercial realities. 


While waiting for this, a study by the Ministry of Transportation estimates 
that 6 million tons of cargo destined for or originating from the North- 
Pas-de-Calais area passes through Anvers or Rotterdam in any given year. 

An estimate which naturally encourages the businessmen of the autonomous 
port to promote the port to inland shippers. 


On a structural level, the community of Dunkerque has also built some 
very effective facilities, some of which will really pull in trade which 
will be especially interesting to the port's workforce, which has been 
subjected to the countershock of the decrease in activity. In this way 
Dunkerque was able to become the largest French sugar port, with exports 
which last year surpassed 1.155 million tons. 


Private investment materialized with the construction of a specialized 
terminal (TTS), that has a capacity which has just been brought to 83,000 
tons (an investment of 14 million francs), and a second leading crane is to 
be installed. The terminal for bulk agricultural products and livestock 
feed (15 million francs, confinanced by PAD [Autonomous Port of Dunkerque], 
EPkK [expansion unknown] and the private sector) which opened last year, in 
itself represents a good way for recapturing the market. 
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The stakes--but the game is far from being won--are a good portion of the 
200,000 tons of miscellaneous products (manioc, molasses, alfalfa flour, 
corn byproducts) imported by the regional industry, especially by Gand, 
and accessible to ships of 100,000 tons. The center has 55,200 m”’ of 
Storage space. And, again in the agricultural-food sector, Dunkerque 

is now planning to increase its storage capacity for cereals. This involves 
coping with the forecasted increase for this product, which increased 43.7 
percent to record a total of 483,123 tons last year. Two silo projects, 
one for 30,000 and the other for 50,000 tons were presented to the public 
authorities. But the latter have asked professionals to reach an agreement 
on a single facility. 


Regional Cohesion 


The residents of Dunkerque realize that they are far from harvesting all 
the fruits of the facilities that have been put in the rapid west port 
(which has exceptional navigational qualities) for handling modern traffic 
from transport ships and container ships. As for trans-channel freight, 
there are the chronic difficulties with the "Trans-container I." 


The discontinuation of the line with Harwich illustrates the difficulty 

of Dunkerque's position, squeezed between Calais and Zeebrugge/Ostende, 
which are also very active in these areas. The arrival of the Sally Viking 
Line should, however, be an asset, at least at the level of the local 
competition with which it is involved. 


The handicap of being among the last of the large ports in the English 
Channel-North Sea area to be able to handle containerization in the end 
has had little effect in the fact of the ruthless competition of Anvers 
and Rotterdam. The value of the equipment handled by the GIE [Economic 
Interest Group] North France Terminal is, however, not in question: it 
operates 24 hours a day at a guaranteed rate of 18 containers/ hour. 


Despite everything, the principal regret of Dunkerque residents is in not 
being able to establish a regular containerized service to North America. 
This is even more frustrating because it is estimated that 20 percen* >71f 
the tonnage of French imports coming from this area are shipped via Beigium 
and the Netherlands before entering France. 


During this crisis period, Dunkerque is patiently arming itself so that it 
will continue to be among the great. The port collective, which directly 
employs 6,000 (8 percent of the active population of the area) has proven 

its remarkable cohesion as well as a dynamism which was particularly shown 
when local professionals volunteered their services for computerized handling 
of customs declarations during the implementation of the SOFI [expansion 
unknown] system. This was a world first. 


The symbiosis between the area, its industry and its port is a tangible 


reality, even if some wish that "Dunkerque remain a small town which is 
neither a financial nor a commercial center on the scale of Anvers." 
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As for the North-Pas-de-Calais region, "it has discovered its coastal region," 
voluntarily emphasized the director of the autonomous port, who is very 
happy about it. 


New Terminal in January

[Text] “The port of Dunkerque is among the Northern European ports that you 
are accustomed to using. Because, unlike other regions, you have the 
possibility of making the competition work for you and you are right to do so. 
If I can talk to you this directly about competition, it is because we at 
Dunkerque believe that this competition, which must remain fair, is the 

means whereby the industrialists that you are can obtain the best service 

and the best price. We thoroughly subscribe to this viewpoint because we 

are confident of the quality of our infrastructures." 


With this statement made the day before yesterday at Pont-a-Mousson before 
the heads of the transport services of the major firms in Lorraine, Mr. 
Rickewaert, spokesman for the Dunkerque chamber of commerce and industry, 
emphasized the desire of the large northern port to win back a part of 
the Lorraine traffic which is presently directed towards Belgian and 
Dutch ports. 


From a total traffic from Lorraine (excluding crude oil) of 8.7 million tons, 
Dunkerque's share has increased to a little over 2.5 million tons, while 
Belgian and Dutch ports are benefiting from a traffic of 5.5 million tons of 
cargo originating from or destined for Lorraine. For imports, Dunkerque 
handled 1.9 million tons of ore and 130,000 tons of coal, while 3.1 million 
tons of this heavy cargo went to foreign ports. 





There is one drawing card for reversing this situation: the opening next 
January of a new heavy cargo terminal located in the west port of Dunkerque 
which will be able to handle 170,000 ton ships (vs. 110,000 ton ships at the 
present time in the east port) and which will increase the competitiveness 
of imported ore and coal which goes through Dunkerque. 


As for exports, out of almost 2.5 million tons exported by Lorraine, foreign 
ports handled 1.5 million tons of traffic vs. 0.5 million for Dunkerque 

and the same amount for all other French ports. Iron and steel products make 
up over half of the exported tonnage with 1.55 million tons--970,000 tons 
through foreign ports and almost 400,000 tons through Dunkerque. 


The modernization of the facilities at Dunkerque and the improvement of 
services are sufficient drawing cards to give Lorraine shippers additional 
reasons for using the northern port. 
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Shipowners, Shipbuilders Hold Talks

[Text] It is the same battle between shipowners and shipbuilders. This is 
not the first time that Louis Le Pensec, minister of the sea, has pleaded 
for some cooperation between the different elements of the maritime world. 
While participating in the maiden voyage of the "Renee Delmas," the seventh 
container ship ordered by the Delmas-Vieljeux Maritime Transport Company 
(SNCDV) from the Atlantic Shipyards, he was more emphatic than usual. 
"Isn't it possible to try to bring the two sides together to define and 
program the construction of a standard, economic, efficient container ship 
for the major shippers currently operating in the world?" 


An apparently simple program, but one which is actually very ambitious if you 
realize how difficult it is to establish real cooperation between French 
shipowners and shipbuilders. But this is the price which must be paid to 
insure the survival of the maritime industries. 





The concerns of the managers of the Atlantic Shipyards are rather revealing. 
Unlike other European shipyards which have had the option of working for their 
national navies (in France this activity is reserved for the naval dockyards) 
and which can benefit from exceptional financing, French shipyards must export 
70 to 80 percent of their production. This has caused Rene Regard, general 
manager of the Atlantic Shipyards, to worry. "When you realize that in the 
new naval construction crisis which, after a false lull, set in worldwide l 
year ago, the markest for ships destined for export are now closed fields 

in which we are reduced to the role of watching the battle between the 
Japanese and the South Koreans; when you realize that the latter, who have 
already climbed to the number two place as world shipbuilders, intend to 
doublt their production--despite the crisis--in the next few years, you 

reach the conclusion that exports can no longer be the basis for maintaining 
employment in French shipyards." 


All the evidence indicates that a return to the national market is necessary. 
But what will the price be? Tristan Vieljeux, president-director general 

of the SNCDV did not hesitate to emphasize that although the Atlantic 
Shipyards hold the prize for quality, it is too bad that they do not also 
have the prize for best price. 


And this is in spite of the efforts of everyone: the attempts by the public 
authorities to fill in the hole--usually between 20 and 30 percent--between 
the sales price of a ship and its breakeven price; the efforts by the ship- 
owners who have agreed to pay the French shipyards a price which is still 

15 percent above that of the international market. 














"For French naval construction to survive, it is urgent and essential that 
methods to relieve taxes, encourage investment and provide long-term financing 
be implemented to help French shipbuilders, because it must obviously not 

be forgotten that French shipowners themselves are faced with severe 
international competition and it is not a question of forcing them to place 
orders in France at the expense of their competitiveness," noted Regard, 

who threw the ball back to the public authorities. 


But the shipowners themselves are asking first of all for freedom. The 
freedom to undertake projects. "It would be nice to obtain in France 
effective, legal means of action without infringing on the freedom and 
dynamism of our firms," stated Vieljeux. And freedom to make money because 
"profit is the only real justification for the trust of those who are 
financing the investment and it is the only real way of insurin long-tern, 
healthy, stable employment." 3 


A pro domo appeal which has not, however, prevented SNCDV's president from 
approaching the government to protect himself from "unilateral and 
discriminatory measures taken by some foreign states against the interests 
of our shipping industry." Vieljeux added, "We have the right to ask the 
authorities that regulate us not to protect our ships but to defend them 
against the protectionism of others." | 


Today everyone--shipyar¢s and owners--agrees that the Ministry of the Sea 
has proven its good intentions. But concrete measures from Le Pensec are 
still being awaited. Without this, it is believed, the entire French mari- 
time industry will die. The authorities at Fontenoy Square are surely aware 
of the responsibilities they must shoulder. But they would also like to 

see the professionals make an effort, and ask for their advice. 


"It is up to the Ministry of the Sea to create cooperation, but we cannot 
impose it," emphasized an employee of the ministry in an aside. "It is up 
to them to organize, but there are obstacles on the side of the shipyards, 
just as there are on the side of the owners." And, in fact, the latter 
often complain about the shipyards lack of competitiveness and imagination, 
while the shipyards accuse the owners of not supporting them. However, 
they must find an area for agreement. 


For the civil servants in the Ministry of the Sea, the shipyard restructuring 
which has begun should facilitate things by improving their technical 
resources and their capabilities for research and innovation and by allowing 
them to become increasingly competitive. But then it will be necessary to 
force the partners to react, through competition and concrete enticements-- 
"carrots" admitted one civil servant. "Without this, they won't do anything." 


A bitter, if not disillusioning appraisal, but which enables us to measure 

how much further there is to go. All the more so because although for the 
moment efforts are being concentrated on energy savings and ships’ performance, 
soon we must emphasize use, time gains and missed deadlines in the ports. 

It is only at this price that we will be able to insure the maintenance and, 

if possible, the development of the French fleet. And we will still have to 
show a lot of imagination. 
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Ship Orders Decrease 4.4 Percent 
Paris LES ECHOS in French 1 Jun 82 p 11 


[Text] There has been no improvement in shipbuildings; orders for ships 
again declined during the first quarter. 


Total orders on the order books have decreased 1.56 million tons (4.4 percent) 
to 33.74 million tons, of which 16.31 million are under construction and 17.43 
million have not yet been started. 


New orders recorded during the quarter fell to 3.3 million tons compared to 
4 million 1 year ago and remain well under the delivery level. Compared to 
the last quarter of 1981, deliveries have increased by 150,000 tons (3.5 
percent) to 4.62 million tons. 


No country has been spared. The number one world producer, Japan, has seen 
its orders decrease by 6.6 percent to 11.8 million tons. The same has 
happened to the next two: South Korea (-8.1 percent) with 2.76 million tons 
and Spain (-3.8 percent) with 2.16 million tons. China and Taiwan, however, 
have advanced (+1.5 percent_ to 1.85 million tons, the same as Brazil (+9 
percent) to 1.81 million tons and Poland (+15,000 tons) to 1.44 million tons. 


In Europe there has been a 71 percent decline in orders for Great Britain, 

to 1.05 million tons, and a drop of 9.5 percent for Denmark, to 810,000 tons. 
However, the FRG has advanced 4 percent (986,000 tons) as has France who, 
with 808,000 tons has gone from twelfth to eleventh place worldwide. 


The United States has fallen 39 percent to 791,500 tons, but, as the heads of 
Lloyd's Register of Shipping, which publishes these figures, have emphasized, 
this decrease results from omitting several methane tankers for which the 
contracts have not yet been confirmed. 


This is not a prosperous situation, however. Start ups again decreased by 
8.7 percent to 4.41 million tons during the first quarter, as well as 
launchings (-17 percent) to 3.97 million tons. An additional element for 
concern is that almost 90 percent of the orders now on the books in the 
shipyards are scheduled to be delivered before the end of 1983. Afterwards 
there is the most complete uncertainty. 


Leader of Shipowners' Group Comments

[Interview with Georges Thebaud, director and general manager of the Shell 
Maritime Company and president-elect of the Central Committee of French 
Shipowners (CCAF), by Francois Grosrichard, date and place not specified] 
[Text] On 29 May an agreement was signed under the auspices 


of the Ministry of the Sea between the sailors’ and 
officers’ union, on the one hand, and the Central Committee 
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of French Shipowners (CCAF), on the other hand. It 
concerns increasing the length of vacations, in order 

to enforce the law on work hours, and salary increases. 
This agreement removes the menace of a long strike which 
had been threatened by the sailors. 


Georges Thebaud, director and general manager of the Shell 
Maritime Company, who was recently elected president of the 
CCAF, comments on this agreement in the intervie below 

and explains under what conditions the French merchant 
marine can confront the years ahead, with their atmosphere 
of financial difficulties and more and more active 
international competition. 


[Question] How do you currently judge the social atmosphere in the navigation 
companies and what message would you like to get across to the sailors’ 
and officers’ unions? 


[Answer] Your question is particularly welcome, but it is also equally 
difficult to answer because the situation has frequently changed between 
two different extremes during the last few weeks. While just a few days 
ago I would have expressed my grave concern for the future of our fleet, 

I would today like to send on a message of hope. Wihtout a good social 
atmosphere I think that it will not be possible to maintain a French fleet 
capable fo resisting international competition. 





Since the beginning of the year we have experienced a certain number of 
difficulties oriented aroudn two problems: sailors' and officers’ pensions 
and the length of the workweek. Although a certain number of circumstantial 
s-lutions seem to have been found regarding the first point, the question 
of reducing the workweek has resulted in some particularly difficult 
discussions. The sailors’ unions wanted to launch an on-site slowdown 
strike of 96 hours. This would have meant 4 extra days of stopover and 
therefore a complete disorganization of certain maritime services which 
would have affected the very credibility of our fleet. 


I am happy that after long discussions held under the auspices of the 
minister of the sea, labor and management have reached an agreement. But 
this compromise on the transposition of the law on workweek to our sector 
(which has resulted in a notable increase in vacation for sailors) should 
open a new era in our relations. In fact, without a totally open discussion, 
free of all a priori's on both sides, we would fall back into past mistaken 
ideas and other conflicts would be inevitable. A better restructuring of 
work time and a more satisfactory organization of vacations for officers 

and sailors cannot be dissociated from an improvement in productivity in 
order to preserve the competitiveness of our ships. 


It is within this spirit of newfound confidence that negotiations, which 
we have agreed to hold until the end of the year, must be started, sector 
by sector and even firm by firm. Knowing the attachment that officers and 


sailors have to their profession, I am convinced that they will understand 
the meaning of the appeal of the president of the committee. 
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Ninth Place Worldwide 


[Question] You have spoken about credibility and competitiveness. But the 
French fleet had 409 ships at the end of 1980 and only 375 1 year later. 
How do you explain this decline and is it irreversible? 


[Answer] Your question illustrates the severity of the problems of maritime 
transport, but you must use statistics cautiously. A particularly difficult 
economic situation has for the second consecutive year resulted in a decreased 
demand for transport, an increase in the number of excess boats, a decline 

in frieght rates and systematic recourse to short-term contracts. In this 
atmosphere, it was not conceivable to hope for any development of the fleet, 
but the decrease in the number fo ships can in no case be termed a decline. 
Most of our European trade partners have recorded steep decline in tonnage. 

We have, in fact experienced a certain number of inevitable losses, notably 

of oil tankers. But, on the whole, we have stayed on the level of 1980. 


The decrease in the number of oil tankers is a result of a perfectly 
conscious choice of national and international energy policy. The other 
losses have for the most part involved ships which were already rather old. 


Replacing general cargo ships cannot be done one for one, nor ton for ton. 
These are not the only terms on which the strength of a fleet and the 
activity of a maritime industry is evaluated. 


France still has the ninth commercial fleet in the world, ahead of most of 
the economically developed countries. 


Our position on the international maritime scene is still very significant 
and the inevitable losses of oil ships, forecast for 1982 and 1983, should 
not significantly modify the commercial impact of our fleet as to its 
contribution to the balance of our foreign trade. 


In the sector of ships which transport products in bulk, or that of regular 
lines, we will see very efficient ships entering the fleet this year. 
Finally, we should also note that during the first quarter of 1982, more 
additions (9) than losses (6) were recorded. You will agree, then, that 
the term "adaptation to a market and to an economic situation which is in 
complete upheaval" is more appropriate than that of a "decline." 


[Question] One year ago a Leftist government was installed, toward which, 
it seems, the majority of French shipowners were not at first very favorably 
inclined. One year later, do the actions of the Ministry of the Sea for 
the Merchant Marine, especially the consolidation plan announced at the 

end of 1981, seem positive to you? 


[Answer] Evaluating politicians’ policies in the very short term has never 
been a central concern of shipowners. It was the same in 1981, and the 
committee tried to have relations with the minister of the sea (and we are 
proud of the fact that a ministry is directly responsible for our sector) 
based on trust and pragmatism, as it should be. 
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It is true that shipowners had been concerned by a certain number of concepts 
which were too insular or protectionist, announced in this or that political 
document and which everyone agreed were poorly suited to the realities of 
the maritime world. But this tendency to become isolationist and to ignore 
certain economic facts in an inevitably international sector is not the 
prerogative of one or another political family or of economic thought. The 
profession had therefore continued to defend its own realistic concepts in 
order to preserve the competitiveness of shipping firms. 


The discussions conducted for the last year with Le Pensec and his colleagues 
have been positive and we have had the opportunity to demonstrate our support 
for the notion of the "plan for consolidating the commercial fleet." 


In the present economic situation, the emphasis that has been placed on 

the advantages of purchasing used ships, particularly for coastal traffic, 
should be stressed. Similarly, the serious uncertainties which remain should 
not be passed over in silence. Will the financing assistance system and 
the bureaucratic restrains which could result turn out to be too cumbersome? 
Won't the proposed credits appear to be insufficient compared to the expenses 
which must be met? Will all, of those involved in maritime transport really 
be able to implement a policy of solidarity that the public authorities 

want and which some of our principal competitors have been able to practice 
on a large scale? 


And above all, won't the dynamic perspectives of our firms be weighed down 
by the accumulation of social and tax expenses which are often way out of 
line? The desire to consolidate runs deep among shipowners and plans exist. 
But, because of the size of the risks, a number of investment decisions 
will not be made until the most serious of the questions which I raised 
above have been removed. 


[Question] What measures have been taken by firms to strengthen the inter- 
nationalization of their management and their business? 


[Answer] French shipping has always had to worry about strengthening its 
firms in order to preserve a fleet under the French flag capable of resisting 
unbridled competition. Foreign investment, which was allowed for the other 
economic sectors, especially for national firms, was refused to the maritime 
sector! You msut admit that this is a paradoxical situation, especially 
since the countries with free registration systems are only a part of this 
vast question. Shipowners have been looking for and are still looking for 

a way to invest a countries which have strong trade with France, and we 

are also looking where local laws or lading regulations can allow our 
interests to participate in such businesses. Activities have been launched 
in the direction of countries with sizable capital, both in the Arab world 
and in the Far East. 


In addition, shipbuilding is conducting a cooperative action at the human 


level by sending almost 700 French officers and sailors to foreign navigation 
firms with which agreements have been reached. 
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Vigilance Toward the USSR 


[Question] Before looking toward the Far East, let's look a little closer. 
It seems that Europe is incapable of establishing a coherent policy of 
development for the merchant marine. Do you agree with this? What measures 
have you taken, in France and at the European level, to protect yourselves 
from the often dishonest competition of convenience flags, of those of 
Eastern Europe and the Far East? 


[Answer] Your remark on maritime Europe seems to me to go a little too far, 
especially if you start from the fact that besides agriculture--and even here 
there were difficulties--there are practically no common policies. In any 
case, it is not easy to coordinate the actions of countries for whom the 
merchant marine often plays a different role. During the last few months, 
however, close cooperation has been established among governments as much 

as among shipowners, and the French have not been the least active in this 
respect. To demonstrate this change, I will point to the upcoming 
ratification of the code of conduct for maritime conferences by the member 
states, the final drafting of an EEC ruling on competition of regular lines, 
or even the attitude to take when faced with the new American maritime policy. 
But you are perfectly right to insist especially on dishonest competition, 
from wherever it comes. 





The interest of French shipowners, whose modern boats conform to international 
standards and whose crews benefit from very satisfactory training and living 
conditions, is rather obviously to hope for the elimination of dishonest 
competitors. This approach is much more logical than that of UNCTAD, which 

is solely concerned with getting rid of flags of convenience and which 
therefore has not focused on the real problems. 


But dishonest competition can also come from certain outsiders whose methods 
of economic and commercial action are radically different from ours, To 

this effect, cooperation has begun among five European countries (France, 
FRG, Belgium, Holland, Great Britain) and the Sovi~i Union so that the latter 
sticks to normal competition for certain third party traffic where, thanks 

to "dumping" methods, it skimmed off all traffic. This process seems 

to have gotten off to a good start, but we are remaining extremely watchful. 


When faced with all the "barbarous" competition, the shipping industry is 

generally glad that France will soon have a legislative and statutory arsenal 
which, when necessary, will allow it to take measures against states or firms 
whose activities contribute to the deterioration of the international market.

SURVEY OF FOREIGN TRADE 
Athens I AVGI in Greek 18 Jun 82 p 5 


[Text] The year 1981 was the worst for Greek exports after the dictatorship. Ac- 
cording to the data made public recently by the Statistical Service and the Center 
for Export Studies, the overall value of Greek exports for 1981 was lower by 17.2 
percent with respect to 1980 while, for the same period their entire volume was lower 
by approximately ten percent. 


An especially perceptible decline was shown by the exports to the socialist countries, 
the EEC countries and Middle East while they showed an increase for the countries of 


North America. 


Where should the reasons for the above mentioned disappointing developments be sought? 
Beyond the chronic indigenous problems of the Greek economy and the bad international 
economic climate, which, to a degree, generated them, it would be, we think, useful 

to observe analytically the course of Greek exports according to geographical regions 
and to examine them in accordance with the reasons which shaped them. 





Thus, always according with ESYE's [National Statistical Service of Greece] data: 


The development of exports to socialist countries was particularly unfavorable as 

they showed a 34 percent decline with respect to 1980. This perpendicular drop must 

be sought mainly in the termination of the clearing exchange system which the entry 

of Greece in the EEC imposed. On the other hand, the foreign exchange tightness and 
the economic crisis which characterize the economy of the socialist countries during 
the past few years, has restricted even more the possibility of free economic exchange 
which we could have had with the above mentioned countries. In view of the fact that 
the East European countries constitute a significant and sufficiently profitable 

market for Greek products, the government should study the means to revitalize our 
trade relations with our eastern partners, by making exchange and credit accommodations 
in the payments or going ahead with the creation of an "unofficial" exchange with 
localized agreements between Greek public corporations (DEI [Public Power Corporation], 
OTE [Greek Telecommunications-.Organization], etc. and their counterparts in the 
socialist countries. Conversations and planning in this direction have already 

begun to take place and have been applied in certain instances. 


A significant slump of 24.8 percent was also noted in our exports to the countries 
of the EEC which is our largest economic partner in view of the fact that it absorbs 
40 percent of the Greek export products. It should also be noted that in 1981, for 
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the first time, the exports of agricultural products to the EEC countries increased 
significantly. The slump in the export activity towards Western European markets 
(EEC, EFTA) is connected in any event to the change of direction of our export trade 
and the temporary "upheavals" resulting from our integration in the EEC. 


The main reason, however, must be located in the anachronistic and obsolete structures 
as well as the chronic management problems of the Greek economy which, in the end, 
surface at the expense of the quality and competitiveness of the Greek products and 
make their placement on international markets difficult. 


A typical example in this direction is the case of the Near East which in the last 
years has come to absorb one quarter of the totality of our exports and where for 

the first time there was a decline of 4.8 percent in Greek exports. In other words, 
a significant share was lost in a market that not only does not show a recession, 
but, on the contrary, it shows continuous strength and development. The improvised 
and opportunistic organization for the conquest of the Arab market on the part of the 
exporters and the responsible Greek services, needed, unfortunately, little time to 
show its negative results. The Greek product in the Middle East showed clearly that 
it is losing ground mainly to Western European products. 


Finally, our exports to North America (USA, Canada) showed an increase of 24.1 percent 
which is attributed to the upward reevaluation of the dollar against the drachma. 
This, though, has no special significance because the exports to the above mentioned 
countries fluctuate on low percentages of the total. 


Where are the Greek exports headed as they are one of the most important sectors upon 
which many hopes rest for overcoming the crisis which is scourging the economy of 
Greece? The data of the Bank of Greece for the first six months of 1982 show an 
upward trend of 1.4 percent as compared to 1981. On the other hand, the upward re- 
evaluation of the dollar and mainly of the German mark (because of the importance 

of the German market) generate some hope for a better course during 1982. However, 
there is no chance that our exports are going to reach the levels of 1980. 


In order for this to happen, i.e., for the Greek export trade to gain dynamism, it 

is necessary, as we have previously emphasized that a radical change in management 

of the entire system be aimed at a permanent and well organized presence of Greek 
products in the foreign markets with no improvisation. and opportunistic initiatives, 
but a correct and productive organization of all enterprises involved. Redirection 
is needed towards those markets which show substantive objective conditions for the 
placing and establishing of Greek products with a systematic investigation of the 
market to survey the needs arising in the international markets and a strict quality 
control, especially for products destined for markets of high competitiveness. 


To the new program of economic and social development being prepared by the government, 
all problems related to the managerial and promotioral conditions of Greek exports 
must be faced substantially so that, on the one hand one has an upward trend and on 
the other hand a permanent improvement in the deficit in the balance of payments.

REPORT ON MARITIME CRISIS 


Athens I AVGI in Greek 19 Jun 82 p 5 





[Excerpts] Four reports made public in recent days underline the problems of the 
Greek merchant marine and the effects of the world-wide crisis of charters and the 
lack of freight, on it. 


1. The number of laid up ships of Greek interests which lie idle in the 16 Greek 
anchorages reaches at present 385 vessels of 10,600,000 tons capacity, (303 of these 
vessels fly the Greek flag). The current estimates are that the increase in idle 
bottoms will continue. 


2. The number of Greek seamen affected by this idleness must surpass ten thousand. 
The size shows the rising unemployment of Greek seamen as expressed in the data of 
the GENE [Merchant Seamen Employment Office}. According to these data, the listed 
unemployed seamen are more than 3,500 and of these only 940 have the right to collect 
unemployment compensation. 


It is significant that of those carried on the list of GENE, 677 are Masters, half 
of whom are First Class. Unemployment is also observed in the three categories of 
engineers. These two elements give a picture of the extent of unemployment. Other 
categories which have been hit especially hard are, always according to the data 

of the Ministry of Merchant Marine, the electricians, stewards and cooks. 


3. There is a slump in the income flow of the maritime exchange, which during the 
first three months of 1982 amounted to 13.6 percent. According to data of the Bank 
of Greece, the incoming exchange during the three months mentioned amounted to 402 
million dollars while during the same period of the previous year it amounted to 
465 million dollars. 


4. There is a decrease in the size of the merchant fleet, in the number of ships 
and overall tonnage capacity under Greek flag and that of the tonnage capacity 
under Liberian flag as well. 


Based on the data of the Ministry of Merchant Marine, for the first time in six years, 
the tonnage capacity of ships under Greek and foreign flags which contribute to NAT 
[Seaman's Retirement Fund] fell below 50 million tons. According to statistics of 
the maritime trade publication NAVTIKA KhRONIKA [Maritime Chronicle], the Greek 
merchant. marine showed, at the end of May, a decrease by 77 ships of 925,076 tons as 
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compared to the end of December 1981. (At the end of May, 1982 the merchant marine 
fleet numbered 4,672 ships of 53,392,691 tons and at the end of December, 1981 it 
was 4,749 ships of 54,317,773 tons). In the meantime, the greatest decrease of the 
five-month period was registered in ships under the Greek flag at a rate of 141 
vessels of 1,358,995 tons. (From 3,958 ships of 42,289 117 tons at the end of 
December, 1981 to 3,817 vessels of 40,930,122 tons at the end of May, 1982). 


More Permanent Reasons 


The explanation given by ship owning circles and the Right is that the decrease is 
due, basically, to the lack of trust of the business community in the PASOK government. 


This last argument does not explain the situation because, on the one hand there 

was no run of ships from Greek registers to foreign ones and on the other hand the 
present government has not taken any steps to change the business status quo within 
which the Greek merchant marine operates. On the contrary, a decrease even though 
more slight, has taken place, in ships of Greek ownership under Liberian flag. The 
small increase registered in Greek-owned ships under Cypriot flag is due to the fact 
that this registry, which is considered especially "burdened", offers refuge to 

Greek ships with the worst record. There is such a reason today because next month 
there become effective decrees for a strict inspection of ships sailing into EEC ports. 


Therefore, the basic explanation for the decrease of the merchant marine fleet must 
be ascribed to the maritime crisis, but also to more permanent problems of the Greek 
merchant marine whose impressive expansion has stopped years ago and now begins a 
phase which could be characterized, independently of the crisis, as one of decline. 


Need for Changes 





The fact is that, today, the Greek merchant marine is facing a critical period. 

The maritime crisis, the laid up ships and the increased unemployment of Greek mer- 
chant seamen are facts. The government must address itself to these problems, but 
also with the more permanent ones of the merchant marine as an especially significant 
part of the Greek economy, despite its peculiarities and its international character. 


In the meantime, these problems cannot be solved without the participation of the 
labor union leaders of the Greek merchant seamen.. However, it is mandatory for the 
PNO [Panhellenic Seamen's Federation] to become democratic and to rid itself of the 
labor leaders from the Junta years. 


In a more general way it is necessary to effect radical changes in maritime legisla- 
rion and education, in the context governing the work, lodging, living and free time 
of the crew aboard a Greek merchantman in relation to the remuneration of the seamen, 
to form committees and unions on every ship. To demilitarize the YEN [Ministry of 
Merchant Marine]. 


The institutional changes and radical surgery aboard a Greek merchantman are more 
than ever necessary during this decade in order for the Greek merchant marine to 
survive, not as Greek-owned under foreign flags and foreign crews, but as a true 
Greek enterprise corrsponding to the Greek economic and social reality.

INFLATION AT 61 PERCENT--The Currency Bank of Iceland has calculated the prime 
loan rate for June at 359 points, amounting to a rise of 4.06 percent from 
last month, since it was 345 points in May. If this rise in the prime loan 
rate is extrapolated out to the next 12 months in order to calculate the in- 
flation rate, a good 61.2 percent rise becomes apparent, since in a year the 
prime loan rate has risen from 245 points to 359 points, or a good 46.5 per- 
cent. The cost-of-living rate will rise approximately 10.87 percent by the 
end of next month, as has already been made public, and if this rise is 
extrapolated out to the next 12 months, a 51.1 percent rise becomes apparent. 
In connection with this it should be mentioned that the cost-of-living rate 
has been lowered approximately 2 percentage points; if down payments on agri- 
cultural products were to be calculated in, the rise would amount to 12.87 
percent. This figure extrapolated out to 12 months amounts to a 62.3 percent 
rise. In April the construction rates rose approximately 11.66 percent; this 
rise, extrapolated out to the next 12 months, involves a rise of approximately

FURTHER BUDGET CUTS OF 4.5 BILLION GUILDERS 
The Hague ANP NEWS BULLETIN in English 19 Jul 82 p 2. 


[Text] The Hague, July 19--The cabinet decided last Friday on further econo- 
mies totalling 4.5 billion guilders in 1983 in addition to the eight billion 
guilders announced in its mini-budget last month, Prime Minister Dries van Agt 
said at his weekly press conference, 


The economies would affect spending on social security benefits, civil ser- 
vants salaries and public health. 


Moreover economies amounting to 250 million guilders would be necessary in the 
budget of the various departments. This money was needed to make available 
about 200 million guilders to fight unemployment among youths, while the re- 
mainder was required for the government contribution towards the construction 
of the Amsterdam Stopera. 


The prime minister declined te say how the extra economies would be realised. 
The cabinet had not decided to break down the links between wages and social 
security benefits he said. But it had not decided either that all these links 
would remain unchanged. 


However, the cabinet would try to keep the differentials between wages and 
social security benefits as small as possible. The final decision would be 
made in mid-August, Mr Van Agt said. He did not know what effects the econo- 
mies would have on the financing deficit, but this deficit was expected to 
rise to about 11% of national income if no measures were taken, he added. 


Families and single persons living by a minimum income or minimum social 
benefits will receive a down-payment of between 300 and 450 guilders this 
autumn, depending on the number of people of the family, Mr Van Agt said. 

A similar down payment would be granted to independent workers with minimum 
incomes, he said, adding that the measure would cost more than in 1981, when 
over 100 million guilders were spent on similar payments. 


The cabinet further decided that government rates will be raised by four per 
cent next year, but that electricity rates will go up by three per cent.

INDUSTRY LEADERS FEAR RECORD POSTWAR UNEMPLOYMENT BY FALL 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 17 Jul 82 p 5

[Text] Fifty thousand unemployed this fall--the high- 
est number since the war. That will be the result if 
developments in Norwegian industry continue as they are 
now, according to the labor directorate. New reports 
come in daily of bankruptcies and curtailments--dis- 
missals and furloughs. The international recession is 
also having its effect here. Everything indicates that 
industry is going to have a gloomy fall and winter, and 
for the time being there is no healthy sign of things 
getting better. 


One must go back to 1959 to find the previous peak in unemployment, which 
was 44,000. In the first 6 months of this year there were 8,000 more unem- 
ployed reported than last year. In June unemployment was 31,500, a very 
high number for the summer. 


There is an advance report of furlough for 4,900 employees next month. 


"We must be prepared for record high unemployment, and there is no sign that 
it will get better before we pass 50,000 unemployed," said Assistant Director 
Leiv Torgersen of the labor directorate to AFTENPOSTEN. 


Some of the unemployment arises from the disparity between the training that 
the workforce has and the type of trained manpower which is needed in all 
counties. But the increase in unemployment is due to weak international busi- 
ness conditions, weak competitive ability and weak economic developments here 
in Norway. 


"The seize of unemployment is to a certain extent dependent on the size cf the 


sums spent on efforts in the labor market. In the fall we will have a real 
decline in these expenditures," said Torgersen. He added that some of the

increase we are experiencing now can be fictitious, because the unemployed 
are reporting to the labor offices in larger numbers than previously. 


But despite all this--the requirement for manpower is declining. 





In many businesses there is much understanding among the employees of the 
increasing problems of industry. Even if it is the high wage increases in 
certain visible industries which are noticed the most, the impression in 
employer circles is that this understanding among employees has led to mod- 
ifying increases locally in many places. 


Numbers now show that the increases are more unevenly distributed than 

before. In the manufacturing industry there are examples of increases from 

a couple of percent up to seven or eight. The size of local increases can 

be decisive for how many businesses survive, but it was decided in wage agree- 
ments that decisions will be based on the economy and productivity of the 
individual firms. What the pay increase will be overall, and how much the 
competitive ability of industry will be weakened, it is difficult to deter- 
mine now. 


Mainland industry has been stagnating for several years, and because this 
can no longer be masked by oil income, Norway is about to come into economic 
imbalance, according to Director Egil Bakke of the Federation of Norwegian 
Industries. 


"It is our opinion that there is a gloomy condition in all branches of in- 
dustry," he said, but added that within all branches there are firms which 
are doing well. 


According to Bakke the cause of these conditions is that Norwegian indus- 
trial products have become too expensive compared to those produced in com- 
peting countries, such that Norwegian industry has lost its share of the 
market both at home and abroad. 


Large Branches With Problems 


The crisis at Tofte Cellulose Factory has more than anything focused the 
spotlight on the situation in the forestry industry, which suffers with 
miserable market conditions where prices have reached new record lows. 


Lumber Manufacture 


The yearly review from the Paper Industry Central Association this week says 
that the branch is experiencing the most difficult marketing conditions since 
the second world war. 


Norwegian firms have nonetheless avoided extensive production halts and fur- 
loughs so far this year. But this summer there will be a full vacation stop 
at most of the firms, and especially within newsprint production there is fear 
of further contraction and stops during the fall. 
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The orders for paper and box production are almost half of what they were 
at the same time last year. 


At Norsk Skogindustriers Papirfabrikk in Skogn there will be a 3-week stop 
for vacation. Follum will also stop its paper machines for 4 weeks from 

25 July. At Union Fabrikker there will be 3-4 weeks full stop for vaca- 
tion while at Saugbrugsforening there will be a 2-week stop. A notable 
exception will apparently be Borregaard, which will have a normal vacation. 
Both Borregaard and Saugbrugsforening produce types of cellulose which have 
had more stable market conditions. 


Norwegian lumber manufacturing has had large investments in recent years, 
and today's high interest levels are having a very hard effect. In addition 
the North Americans are dumping their products on the European markets, so 
that prices are being depressed. 


Aluminum 


The major problems in the ASV company are only one example of the serious 
problems in the Norwegian aluminum industry. 


"The reason why we are the only ones who for the time being have gone to 
reductions is that we have no alternative," said Director Sverre Nafstad at 
ASV. He finds it difficult to see where there can be better conditions in 
the branch. 


The price of raw aluminum is now around 7,000 kroner per ton, 1,000 kroner 
below production costs in older factories, and nearly 3,000 kroner under the 
costs in new factories. Prices will hardly increase before the end of 1983. 


ASV has also warned of the first reductions before expanding the manufacture 
of aluminum. The other firms in the industry are not willing to give con- 
crete information about reductions. 


"We can safely say that we are operating in the red, and are in the worst 
period in our history," said Director Olav Grottingen at the Elkem firm. 

For the time being Elkem has no plans for furloughs or shrinking production, 
but that can not be excluded if the situation does not improve. 


At Hydro's aluminum installation at Karmoy they can not avoid furloughs and 
reductions in the fall. In the industry they now ask: How long can Elken, 
Hydro and the others manage to finance their deficits? 

Ferro-alloys 

The bankruptcy at Fesil-Nord is probably only the top of the iceberg in the 


crisis-stricken ferro-alloy industry. It asked for bankruptcy after an ac- 
cumulated deficit of 30 million kroner. Orkla Metall last year had a deficit 
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of 25 million kroner. After the first 6 months it increased by an addition- 
al 14 million kroner. That is an annual deficit of 140,000 kroner per em- 
ployee. 


Prices for ferro-alloys have been at the bottom since the end of last year, 
and have fallen further since the middle of March. According to the figures 
available to AFTENPOSTEN, the’ price per ton is about 400 kroner below pro- 
duction costs. Prices continue to be pressed lower. The daily loss in the 
ferro-alloy industry is now nearly one million kroner. 


For the time being no furloughs have been announced in Norway, but the 
statement by Director Johan Gorrisen in Hafslund is typical for the industry. 
"We obviously can not continue with the deficits we now have in production. 
For the time being we have not discussed contractions, but the situation can 
soon change. The question will possibly be taken up soon with the employees. 
There is no sign of an upturn, and both the third and fourth quarters will 

be just as bad, if not worse than the first two." 


Manufacturing Industry 


Norwegian manufacturing is in a difficult period. It consists of a number 
of different types of firms with a total of over 130,000 employees. One of 
the most familiar problems of the manufacturing industry is the difficulty 
of getting many large enough contracts from the oil activity on the conti- 
nental shelf. 


Director Bjorn Oslebye of the National Association of Manufacturers (MVL) 
said that this problem will apply for several months in the future, but in 
the longer range he hopes that the new oil and gas fields will soon be ripe 
for expansion. First will come the expansion of Gullfaks field on the so- 
called Silver block. It is expected to give significant contracts to the 
manufacturing industry starting next summer. 


Many firms in the industry are suppliers to other firms which are now in 
the spotlight because of economic problems and furlough warnings. 


"We are afraid that many of the problems which are now arising will be felt 
later as difficulties for us," said the director of MVL. 


Worst Crisis in Industry Since the War 


"Norwegian industry is in a crisis, and we can not point to any indications 
of an upturn. The situation must be characterized as the most difficult we 
have had in Norwegian industrial development and industrial policy since the 
war,'' said Arnulf Ingebrigtsen, undersecretary of the Ministry of Industry. 


"The problems do not come as a surprise. The tendencies have been apparent 


for a long time, but very bad business conditions contribute to worsening 
the situation. 
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"The drastic changes of economic policy which are necessary to improve the 
conditions of industry are not politically possible today. A change will 
take time, and we do not see any short-range ad hoc measures as a solution. 
This was tried during the 70's without success. We are still suffering from 
the effects of the so-called counter economic policies of the mid-70's," 
said Ingebrigtsen. He said that employment policies must not be defensive 
and based on preserving today’s industrial structure, but on the contrary 
must be a link in an offensive renewal policy. 


“Expectations are great of state help to save jobs and firms in trouble. 
What possibilities does the state have to go in and save firns? 


"We must realize that the state can do very little. The state finances do 
not make comprehensive support actions possible, and the actions which are 
actually accomplished must contribute to a readjustment. The state shares 

the responsibility for the main problem of Norwegian industry; the expansive 
finance policv is one of the causes of the difficult competitive position of 
Norwegian industry. A readjustment of the financial policy will take time," 
said Ingebrigtsen. He maintained also that many groups have entirely un- 
realistic demands for state intervention to save firms in crisis. "I ex- 
pect that public opinion will realize the seriousness of the situation later," 
he said. 


"Will the government accept unemployment of 50,000?" 
"Unemployment must be judged on a current basis. The government can not 
accept an uncontrolled increase. Confronted with 50,000 unemployed, the 


government must study employment policies carefully, and ensure that they 
become offensive," said Ingebrigtsen.

OZAL DECLARES CONTINUATION OF CURRENT FISCAL POLICY 
Istanbul DUNYA in Turkish 25 Jun 82 p 1

[Text] Ankara--While the "tense atmosphere" over the latest developments in the 
banking and the brokerage sector continues at the government level, Deputy Prime 
Minister and Minister of State Turgut 0Ozal has announced that the monetary policies 
in effect will be maintained and that the government will not impose controls on 
interest rates. 


On Saturday, Minister of Finance Kaya Erdem invited the administrators of banks 
which, in the past, marketed certificates of deposits through brokers to a meeting 
"to assess the situation." Meanwhile, the Ministry of Finance began imposing 
controls on the manner in which banks have been making use of Central Bank resources 
in the face of massive withdrawals of deposits. 


The steps the government has taken in connection with brokers having difficulties 

in paying their creditors and the developments following the decree with legislative 
powers have created a "tense atmosphere" at the government level. After Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister of State Zeyyat Baykara expressed his views regarding 
the latest developments at a Council of Ministers meeting, all ministers were 

asked "to try to prevent the developments from becoming an issue of polemics." 

One government official said: "A divergence of views regarding the implementation 
of the 24 January [1980] decisions is not at issue. However, sometimes, naturally, 
different opinions may exist on some developments." 


"No Intervention in Interests" 


In an informal talk with foreign journalists yesterday, Turgut Ozal said that 
thanks to the measures taken the Banker Kastelli incident has been averted without 


any damage to the economy. 


In response to a question, Ozal said that the policy in effect is not a "tight" 
but a "proper" money policy and that that policy will continue. Ozal also said 
that the government will not intervene in bank interest rates. 


Meanwhile, Minister of Finance Kaya Erdem arranged for a meeting on Saturday among 


the administrators of banks which, in the past, marketed certificates of deposit 
through brokers. It is reported that during the meeting the banks' “total

certificate of deposit sales," "their reserves situation" and measures against 
possible developments will be discussed. One high-level Ministry of Finance 
official said that in the light of latest developments "a close watch is being 
maintained on the manner of use of the resource facilities provided by the 

Central Bank to banks which are experiencing sharp drops in their deposits." 
Ministry of Finance officials have been appointed to various banks for this purpose. 


Minister of Finance Kaya Erdem demanded a detailed assessment of the "purposes for 
and the manner in" which the cash withdrawal facility provided to the banks since 
Tuesday is being used. This assessment work will be completed by this evening and 
discussed at the bank administrators’ meeting on Saturday. During the meeting 
Erdem is expected to specify the conditions under which the Central Bank will 
provide support to the banks. 


It has been learned that during the meeting Kaya Erdem will ask the bank 
administrators to "strictly observe" the interest rate limits agreed on during 

the 18 June meeting. The bank administrators are expected to be told at the 
meeting that any bank exceeding the 50-percent interest rate limit will immediately 
be cut off from the cash facility provided by the Central Bank. Ministry of 
Finance officials stated that this warning will parallel the view that "in the 
event the government's requests are not obeyed, the government will not intervene 
in the developments that may ensue." 


The same officials emphasized that the government will not intervene in interest 
rates except making sure that the agreement reached among the banks is adhered to. 


Other Measures 


Meanwhile, the Central Bank has been taking measures to minimize the multiplying 
effect cash assistance efforts to the banks will have on the money effusion rate. 
The Central Bank will cut back on the regular discountable loans it makes to 
commercial banks in order to prevent the credit it will provide for the first-phase 
repayment of certificates of deposit from exceeding its total credit limits. 


The Central Bank's new implementation will be based on the principle that "the 
banks will temporarily stop giving out loans outside their own resources." Thus, 
the resources provided to the banks to solve their cash flow problems will be 
prevented from being used as sources of loans to borrowers. Central Bank officials 
stated that other factors which may increase the money supply are not expected to 
be operative during the summer. The officials said: "It would be wrong to say 
that the money supply will not increase as a result of these developments. Our 
objective is to keep the rate of increase at a reasonable level." 


Another measure that the Central Bank is expected to implement in order to prevent 
the money supply from rising will involve "insuring that banks with rising deposits 
submit their deposit requirements with the Central Bank on time." Thus, the cash 
that will be created by the repayment of the certificates of deposit by the banks 
involved will be prevented from turning into instant credit if and when that cash 
is deposited with another bank. 


It is reported that another measure the Central Bank will implement jointly with 
the Ministry of Finance will be the "restriction of use of credit by the public 
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sector."" Loans to the State Economic Enterprises have already been curtailed 
by the 24 January decisions. The objective of the new measvre will be to curb 
the observed increase in the reliance of the general budget on Central Bank 
resources by cutting back on government expenditures. 


Situation in Capital Market 


In an interview with DUNYA on the latest developments, Professor Is#ail Turk, 
Chairman of the Capital Market Council, said: "These developmen*s may cause 
anxiety for a few days, but then everything will return to normal." Noting that 
"normal activities in the capital market will continue," Professor Turk said: 


"These developments may cause anxiety in the market for a few days, but then 
everything will return to normal. The capital market existed yesterday, it exists 
today and will exist tomorrow. Such fluctuations are in the nature of the market. 
As the market gains more experience in the manner of its operation, such 
fluctuations will become less frequent." 


Professor Turk stated that the latest developments have shown that more caution 
is necessary in capital market operations. He added: "From now on, a saver will 
be more careful in buying a bond. It has become clear that the factor of trust 
must be sought not only in the broker selling the bond or the shares, but also 

in those who have issued the bond or the shares." 


Noting that those buying securities in the capital market "must closely study 
whether their investments will yield continuous returns," Professor Turk said 
that "the latest developments must be seen as a watershed in the history of the 
capital market."

GUIDELINES SET FORTH ON WORKER DISMISSALS 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 27 Jun 82 p 7 


[Text ] The procedures to be implemented in worker dismissals have been synthesized 
into a single text in order to prevent diverse and contradictory implementations. 
According to this text, which was issued as a circular from the Office of the 

Prime Minister, workers will reserve the right to appeal to regional labor 
directorates and martial law command headquarters in the event of unjust dismissals. 
In cases of dismissal with good reason, an employer will not be able to terminate 
the contract of a worker or curtail his rights until formalities pertaining to 

the matter are completed by the martial law command in charge. 


Circular 46 summarizes the procedures to be implemented henceforth in worker 
dismissals--while leaving open the option of legal proceedings--as follows: 


1. It will not be necessary to apply to the Martial Law Command if an employment 
compact is terminated or invalidated at the worker's voluntary request, in cases 
not conforming with the rules of good conduct and good will, for health reasons, 
in cases of normal retirement and in instances of expiration of limited labor 
contracts. However, if a worker whose employment compact is terminated or 
invalidated for one of the reasons listed above has a complaint on grounds that 
the procedure implemented violates the clauses of Decree No 3 and Communique No 15 
of the National Security Council, then, in order to implement procedures specified 
by Provisional Article 3 appended to the Martial Law Command's Law No 1402 in 
accordance with Law No 2474, this complaint must be submitted in writing by the 
worker himself or by an authorized labor union to the regional labor directorate 
and the martial law command in charge. The complaint will be expeditiously 
studied by labor inspectors to be provided by the regional labor directorate and 
the results will be reported to the martial law command handling the case. 


2. The dismissal of workers whose employment is found objectionable from a 
standpoint of general security and public and labor order will be possible only 
after the employer reports the situation, with the necessary evidence, to the 
martial law command in charge and receives an affirmative response. Consequently, 
employers must submit their requests to terminate workers for reasons mentioned 

in this paragraph, together with the necessary evidence, to the martial law command 
and the regional labor directorate in charge. Labor inspectors to be provided by 
the regional labor directorate will study this request and report their findings 

to the martial law command handling the case. The martial law command will then 
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convey its decision on the case to the employer concerned. The employer will 
act on and in accordance with the decision of the martial law command and will 
publicly announce his action at the workplace. 


3. In the event workers are to be dismissed under circumstances where their 
services are no longer deemed to be useful, or where it is necessary to reduce the 
workforce for economic reasons, or where the workplace has to be closed down: 


a) The employer will report the situation, together with the necessary evidence, 
to the regional labor directorate in charge, the office of the governor with 
jurisdiction over the region where the workplace is located and the martial law 
command of the said region. 


b) To study the employer's request, the office of the governor concerned will 
appoint: 


(i) The deputy governor of the region or the director of legal affairs for the 
region; 


(ii) The regional industrial director or, if that office does not exist, an 
industrial relations officer; 


(iii) The regional labor director or, if that office does not exist, the regional 
director of the Labor and Employment Organization; 


(iv) A labor inspector; and 


(v) An employer representative (either an employer from an employer confederation 
or a representative from an industry and commerce chamber). 


c) This group, headed by the deputy governor or the director of legal affairs, 
will study the employer's request to see whether it is justified and will send 
one copy of its report of findings to the Ministry of Labor and another copy to 
the martial law command handling the case. In the event the employer's request is 
found justified, the report must specify how many workers need to be terminated. 


d) The Ministry of Labor will study the employer's request and the report of 
the authorized group on the case and will convey to the martial law command 
handling the case its opinion on whether workers need to be dismissed and if so, 
how many must be terminated. 


e) The martial law command will study the employer's request, the report of the 
authorized group and the opinion of the Ministry of Labor and will convey its 
final decision on the case to the Ministry of Labor and the employer. 


f) The employer will act on and in accordance with the decision of the martial 
law command on the case and will publicly announce his action at the workplace. 


4. A worker's employment compact will not be terminated and his rights will not 
be curtailed until the procedures specified in Paragraphs 2 and 3 are completed 
by the martial law command handling the case. 


5. The martial law commanders reserve the powers vested in them by Martial Law 
Command Law No 1402.

DENMARK AT EC HELM WILL STILL LACK INFLUENCE WITH NINE 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in Swedish 3 Jul 82 p 9

[Text] The other day Denmark assumed the chairmanship 

of the EC Council of Ministers and of the European Political 
System, EPS. In this way, the government in Copenhagen 

has a unique opportunity to guide the joint activities 

of the community. But fast footwork and flexibility will 
be needed for Denmark to influence its powerful EC 

brothers during this fall's crises. 


"Our rule of thumb is that when eight EC colleagues support a position, we go 
along with them unless we have a particular objection," 


This was said by Danish Foreign Minister Kjeld Olesen at a press conference in 
Brussels following the EC foreign ministers’ meeting on the evening of 21 May, 


At that meeting, he surprisingly agreed to extend the EC sanctions against 
Argentina, despite previous Danish opposition to sanctions in 1:14 of a 
diplomatic solution to the Falklands conflict. 


Denmark in the EC is like a small child in a family of loud-mouthed individu- 
alists: fast footwork and flexibility will be needed to win sympathy, at least 
at times, for its own interests. 


On 1 July--last Thursday--Denmark assumed the powerful chairmanship of the 

EC Council of Ministers and the European Political System, EPS. Now for the 
third time since Denmark joined the EC in 1972/1973, this country will have a 
unique opportunity for 6 months to influence and, perhaps, guide the joint 
activities of the community. 


Stormy Weather This Fall 


The problems that arose like storm clouds last spring, however, also threaten 

to unleash stormy weather this fall when Denmark holds the position of chairman. 
Nevertheless, the Danish Social Democratic government has presented an ambitious 
economic program for the 6-month period. 








Increased investments in the public sector, a shorter work week, and a joint 
protest against the monetary policies of the United States are among the main 
proposals in the Danish plan for a joint EC solution to the economic crisis. 


"Our goal is to increase employment," Kjeld Olesen told parliament when he 
presented the plan on 13 May. 


One problem is that Denmark hardly can count on support from all the big, 
powerful EC countries for an emergency plan based on an expansive public 
sector. The plan also clashes with the monetary concepts in the emergency 
plan presented by the Commission, the other power center of the EC. 


The Danish foreign minister was asked how he intended to gain the support of 
Mrs Thatcher in London. 


"I will have to answer that one later," Kjeld Olesen told DAGENS NYHETER. 
"We recognize the problem, but we want to remain optimistic." 


EC opponent Else Hammerich, Danish member of the EC parliament elected by the 
opposition movement against the EC said: 


"Planned-economy measures for increased employment are politically impossible 
today within the EC. Our government must recognize the political reality-- 
Denmark refuses to grant EC institutions more power, but at the same time it 
wants the EC to adopt policies Denmark is powerless to adopt on its own," 


Points of Conflict 

Another problem with the Danish plan is that it may never be discussed. The 
EC may be forced to devote all its time this fall to resolving the internal and 
external points of conflict that arose last spring: 

Great Britain's unresolved complaints over the EC budget, 

The obscurity concerning the veto right, whicii Denmark considers sacred. 

The German-Italian proposal to increase EC power at the expense of the 
governments of the individual countries, elimination of the veto right, and 

a more formalized foreign policy. 

The EC-United States trade war, 

The EC battle over a common fishing policy in the Baltic Sea. 

These problems may well paralyze the EC during the coming 6 months, according 
to influential Foreign Ministry officials with whom DAGENS NYHETER spoke. No 


Dane believes, for example, that in late November Great Britain received a 
satisfactory answer to its EC budget problems for 1983 and 1984--which the 














British were promised last spring in order to silence their protests over the 
1982 EC budget. 


Two Conditions 


Danish membership in the EC is based on two conditions: a veto right against 
all decisions that conflict with important national interests and a sharp 
boundary between economic cooperation within the EC and an independent Danish 
foreign policy. 


Public opinion against the EC in Denmark is strong. Even many Social Democrats 
view trends toward a closer union of EC countries as a threat to Denmark's 
sovereignty. The government must take this into account. 


In the 1979 elections for the European Parliament, 33 percent of the voters 
voted for EC opponents, Last March an opinion commissioned by EC opponents, 
taken by the Vilstrup Institute, indicated that 53 percent of those questioned 
clearly opposed EC membership for Denmark, Only 13 percent wanted a joint 
European foreign policy. 


EC critics maintained that the Social Democratic government's optimistic 
political program for its 6-month period of chairmanship is an attempt to 
appease EC opponents, especially within the labor movement. 


According to the constitution, a national referendum or a five-sevenths 
majority in parliament is required for the government to turn over sovereign 
Danish functions to international organizations, 


The question in the debate has been when Denmark, in practice, gives up its 
sovereignty. This spring's chaotic EC sessions certainly will not help the 
Danish government: 


In February Denmark was forced to accept an ineffective 3-percent devaluation 
instead of the desired 7 percent--after Economy Minister Ivar Norgaard was 
forced to sit through several hours of criticism by eight of his EC colleagues 
at a meeting of the European Monetary System, EMS, 


Soviet Sanctions 


Last March, after several days of protests, Denmark withdrew its reservations 
against the other nine countries’ decision to impose sanctions against the 
Soviet Union for its policies in Poland, The sanctions were approved by the 
EC as a trade issue, Denmark saw it as a foreign policy decision--but changed 
its mind after being pressured by the other countries. 


"The reservations could be interpreted as a lack of unity within the EC and 
were out of proportion to the narrow scope of the sanctions," Kjela Olesen 
said. 


Last April the EC imposed sanctions against Argentina. Denmark voted for the 


sanctions in the belief that Great Britain thereby had committed itself to 
a bloodless diplomatic solution to the Falklands conflict. 
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Diplomacy led nowhere. Instead, the war took its toll in human lives. The 
Danish government balked at extending the sanctions after severe criticism 
from the leftish parties in parliament and Social Democratic members of 
parliament. 


Guise 


Again Denmark expressed its fundamental opposition to making foreign policy 

decisions under the guise of trade policy, Denmark agreed to a 1-week 
extension of sanctions in the hope that United Nations mediation in the conflict 

would end the war. 


"It is hard for me to imagine a new extension of the sanctions," Kjeld Olesen 
said in the Danish press. 


Nevertheless, 1 week later he voted for an extension for an indefinite period 
of time--it was even the Danes who proposed that no time limit be set. The 
following day a bill was rushed through parliament imposing Danish trade 
sanctions against Argentina. In this way, the sanctions finally became a 
domestic foreign policy decision, 





The fall of the veto right on 18 May when seven countries voted down Great 
Britain's veto 69 times on the issue of increased farm prices, the Danes were 
shocked. After the vote in Luxemburg, the Danish government expressed strong 
criticism of what had happened and submitted an official protest--even though 
during the voting the agriculture minister abstained, instead of actively 
supporting the veto of Great Britain, 


Denmark's official government stand is that, by entering the community, Denmark 
chose to limit its freedom to act, Outwardly, the government maintains that 
the veto right remains intact, 


Officially, the ministry experts with whom DAGENS NYHETER spoke admit that 
Denmark's limited power in the EC--three votes of 63 in the Council of 
Ministers--may mean that Denmark must make greater concessions than those the 
larger member nations are forced to accept, 


At the same time, however, they claim that Denmark's freedom to et on its 

own would be even more limited, Sweden must observe international developments 
passively. Denmark can influence them, although in a limited manner, one 
Foreign Ministry official said. 


"We still fear that the veto right has been eroded," another said. "Inwardly 
we admit that the conflict over the veto remains, even though outwardly we 
will continue to maintain that the decision against Great Britain was a unique 
event, forced by special circumstances in the negotiations." 
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New Life 


The opposition movement against the EC, which risked appearing powerless in the 
eyes of Danish public opinion, sees the problems facing Denmark during its 
term as chairman as a chance to breathe new life into EC opposition. 


Amidst all this, the government must walk a tightrope with a cautious EC 
policy clearly aimed at gaining concrete economic advantages for Denmark-- 
without formally losing more sovereignty to the more and more powerful EC 
organizations. In addition, Denmark must not make too many concessions to the 
large EC countries in their attempt to create a common European foreign policy. 


No Alternative 


Nordic cooperation is not an attractive alternative to the EC for Denmark, The 
reason is that the Nordic countries never have successfully formulated concrete 
goals for cooperation that actually could be implemented. However poorly the 
EC operates, European cooperation still is more active and more advantageous 

to Denmark than Nordic cooperation, according to a Danish Foreign Ministry 
official. 


Instead, Denmark wants to act as a bridge between the Nordic countries and 
Europe--to the extent that the other EC governments will accept this, 


"It is often easier for the Danes to get along with Swedes and Norwegians than 
with Italians on a joint policy," a Nordic Foreign Ministry official well 
acquainted with the Danish situation said, 


"The Danes' heart is in the. North, but their pocketbook is in Europe."

SWEDISH PEUPLE'S PARTY CONGRESS CONTEMPLATES FUTURE OF DECLINE

[Article by Hannu Savola: "Party Is Growing Smaller, But No Matter As Long 
As It Remains in Government" ] 


[Text] An exceptionally satisfied rank and file can be found in today's Swe- 
dish People's Party, which is not being torn by conflicts or power struggles. 
The RKP [Swedish People's Party] is a united, slowly declining Swedish-language 
family. 


If the Swedish People's Party congress, held on the Island of Kemio last week- 
end, must be described with one word, this word without any further considera- 
tion would be SATISFACTION. 


The rank anc file of the RKP purred with satisfaction: the party had fared 
reasonably well in the presidential elections and its candidate Jan-Magnus 
Jansson made a good showing on both sides of the linguistic fence. In spite 
of its small size, the party received the most important portfolios of the 
Foreign Ministry and the Justice Ministry in the government and, on the whole, 
the party's influence in Finnish society was confirmed to be strong. 


Even John Vikstrom's appointment to the archbishopric as a member of the Swe- 
dish-speaking minority was considered to be a great victory even though he 
is not an actual party man. 


It would have been a waste of time to attempt to find reasons for serious dif- 
ferences or policy conflicts at the RKP congress. The feeling was more that 
of a large family reunion. In the opinion of Editor-in-Chief Birger Tholix 
of VASABLADET the congress was more like dancing the tango with one's sister. 


Without any grumbling those attending the congress were able to elect as their 
chairman for the sixth time Foreign Minister Par Stenback, 4l, who represents 
the party's liberal direction and who in his speech of appreciation confirmed 
that the party is "fantastically healthy”. 


Gone are the days when a blustering rightwing opposition vocally criticized 
the party leadership every year. Now Georg C. Ehrnrooth's Constitutionalist 
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Rightwing Party, which was formed from splinter groups in the RKP and the Con- 
servative Party, is dying a quiet death and the supporters that are still left 
are returning to their former parties. 


Even Victor Procopek, who once criticized the party leadership along with Ehrn- 
rooth, is more or less satisfied. He thanks Stenback, "who is able to listen 
to the party's rightwing better than his predecessors". 


RKP Will Remain a Language Party 


The RKP will continue to be a language party and intends to remain as such. 
There has been some discussion of the position of the Finnish language in the 
party, but Chairman Stenback let it be known to those aspiring to a change 

of policy that the RKP will not become a bilingual party during his term of 
office. 


The nurturing and protection of the Swedish language and the culture of Fin- 
land's Swedes will continue to remain the trademark of the RKP. Indeed, Sten- 
back also welcomed Finnish-speaking members into the party, but under the con- 
ditions of the RKP. 


The Conservative Party's aspirations to take votes away from the RKP were only 
greeted with amusement. Instead of words they are awaiting deeds. 





At this time there are approximately 300,000 Swedish-speaking Finns. Approxi- 
mately 70 percent of them consider the Swedish People's Party to be their pol- 
itical home. Thus the RKP includes all kinds of people: from farmers to ci- 
vil servants, from workers to wealthy urban members of the bourgeoisie, from 
leftwing liberals to confirmed conservatives. Language is the only unifying 
factor. 


However, the relative support of the RKP is continually declining since the 
number of Finland's Swedish-speaking people has declined and the party has 
not succeeded in enticing new Finnish-speaking voters. 


In the beginning of the 1950's the RKP's support was still nearly 8 percent, 
now it is only 4 percent. A steady decline is expected if not drastic. 


Justice Minister Christoffer Taxell, who is predicted to be the man of the 
future in the RKP, considers the party's greatest concerns to be in the fu- 
ture, in the party's support over the next 10--20 years. Taxell knows what 
he is talking about since without an election alliance even he could not be- 
come a member of parliament from the southern election district of Turku. 


Taxell describes the present situation in the party as exceptionally idyllic. 
Koivisto's low profile suits us excellently, he states. 


A Desire to Remain in the Government 


Remaining in the government is a matter of life and death for the small RKP. 
Toward the end of the 1970's the party was outside of the government for a

short time and it soon learned how the voice of a small party disappears in 
opposition. 


Thus a discussion of a future government base provided some excitement to the 

party congress. Chairman Stenback had serious reservations about a pure bour- 
geois government, which he considered would give political benefit to the So- 

cial Democrats and result in a polarization. 


Vice Chairman Ingvar S. Melin, who represents the moderate rightwing, was of 
a different opinion than Stenback and spoke on behalf of a pure bourgeois gov- 
ernment. 


The final resolution included a formal mention according to which a bourgeois 
government is also confirmed to be possible if not a desired alternative. 


The Swedes want to emphasize their role as a mediator and a seeker of compro- 
mise between the primary ruling parties. The RKP does not believe in the col- 
lapse of the Center Party's influence, but the fate of the Liberals arouses 
some pity. Several speakers expressed doubts that the voice of the Liberals 
will be heard in the Center Party. 





On the other hand, the possible cooperation of the Social Democrats and the 
Conservative Party at a government level somewhat frightens the Swedes. For 
example, Editor-in-Chief Jansson considers that this would automatically mean 
a weakening of the RKP's positions. 


Language Question The Most Important Challenge 


In the absence of political conflicts concern for the position of the Swedish 
language was expressed in several speeches. Professor Erik Allardt, among 
others, considers the language question to be the most important challenge 

of the future for the RKP: 


"How are we to act so that the Finnish-speaking people would feel that it is 
worth-while to learn Swedish. The Swedish language is not just the exclusive 
property of Finland's Swedes, but of the whole nation. It would be unfortu- 
nate if ties with the Nordic countries were to remain exclusively in the hands 
of Finland's Swedes."

PAPANDREOU SPEECH ABOUT NEED FOR STRUCTURAL CHANGES IN GOVERNMENT

[Text] Mr. Papandreou's speech to the first meeting of the Council of Mini- 
sters after the "reconstruction" somehow has the character of “programmed 
statements." And it gives a first indication of the policy which will be 
followed. 





It would certainly be hazardous to make too broad conclusions, even more when 
the prime minister's speech dealt principally with economic problems and 
avoided referring in detail to other aspects of the government's policy. 
Despite all this, it is clear that the changes in people which have occurred 
are connected to certain different choices, And despite the strains of satis< 
faction over the government's work thus far, despite the assurance that “our 
strategy has not changed," it is not difficult for one to comprehend that 
developments, and the problems which have been created, particularly in the 
economic sector, have led, at least to a degree, to more mature thoughts. 
Nothing shows this reality more clearly than the abandonment of the schema 
mechanically separating measures for immediate economic recovery from deeper 
institutional changes which were being dispatched to the unspecified future. 
This is a positive direction which we have been insisting upon; the future 
will show how much it will be implemented in practice. 


Mr. Papandreou spoke about the need for structural changes to ensure a healthy 
development. He stressed that the government's political will is not suffi- 
cient to solve the relevant problems; the aid and support of all the Greek 
people is needed. We do not know, even now, how the prime minister perceives 
this critical problem of relations between the people and government. In 

any case, in our opinion, simply appealing for there not to be "claims for 
innopportune wage demands" is not dealing with it correctly. 


That which we call "popular participation," which was repeated strongly in 
the prime minister‘s 5 July speech, is not a simple slogan. And at a time 
when many "frictions" have been created between the government and workers, 
at a time when strikes and oppositions of all branches of workers to govern- 
ment policy are multiplying, it makes no sense to hush up the relevant pro- 
blems and simply seek sacrifices from the workers. Because, in the end, in 
the policy for economic development described by the prime minister, who 
will pay the related cost? There is the fundamental problem, and as long as 
it remains unanswered, that is, as long as a basic anticapitalistic direction 
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in government policy is not apparent, no appeal to the workers can have any 
result whatsoever. This is even more so when it is accompanied by the 
assurance of harmonious cooperation between employers and workers and the 
underlining of the earnestness of the private sector of the economy. 


This is why--without running ahead to hasty conclusions--we noted the lack of 
specific measures both as concerns inflation and the nature of development, 
about which there is talk. At this moment, the people are confronting an 
exceptionally difficult economic situation. General proclamations are not 
enough to quiet the anxieties, the dissatisfaction, the anguish over the 
future. The things that the prime minister said on 5 July leave many ques- 
tions unexplained; they are not sufficient to create a new feeling in the 
popular masses about the will and decisiveness of the government to proceed 
courageously toward an essential Change.

[Text] The first ministry to be converted to clearly a staff organ for exer- 
cising government policy in a specific sector is the Ministry of Urban Plan- 
ning, Housing and Environment [YKhOP]. According to TA NEA's exclusive in- 
formation, “the reconstruction and reformation of YKhOP" has already begun 

so it can act effectively to: protect the environment throughout Greece; 
maintain the architectural heritage; and swiftly promote implementation of 
PASOK's policy for ekistic development and granting of housing to all those 
in need of it. 





In the frameworks of the new YKhOP structure--which is combined with the 
ministry's new organization, which is already being formed--employees are 
being transferred from Athens to the prefectures; this has nearly been com- 
pleted. It has become known that the remaining vacancies in the country's 
city-planning offices will be filled through local hirings. In fact, the 
authorization of the Ministry to the Prime Minister for these hirings has 
already been sought. 


Henceforth, YKhOP will only give directions, while studies, regulative plans, 
etc. will be composed in its regional offices. One of the significant jobs 
which will be done by YKhOP in its new form is drawing up specifications and 
establishing standards--by very broad geographic areas of Greece--on the 
basis of which protection of the architectural heritage, ekistic development, 
etc. will be promoted. 


A new agency will be established (subordinate to YKhOP) which will define 

the architectural conditions for construction throughout Greece. Professors 

of morphology from the Polytechnic Institute will participate in this agency. 
The new agency's principle target will be to maintain the architectural heri- 
tage and character of the wider geographic districts (for example, houses in 

the Kyklades and Ipeiros, etc.). 


Operation of YKhOP in its new form is expected to begin in stages in September.

PEOPLE'S ALLIANCE ALTHING LEADER COMMENTS ON ELECTIONS 
Reykjavik MORGUNBLADID in Icelandic 2 Jun 82 p 7

[Text] The Big Socialist Party Is Swallowing Up the Little One 


The leaders of the People's Alliance used to talk about the 
Social Democratic Party as a declining political power, and 
say that it was the task of the People's Alliance to fill 
in the empty space which the Social Democratic Party would 
leave behind when it faded from the Icelandic political 
scene. After the double disaster for both socialist par- 
ties in the rural district elections, the heads of the Peo- 
ple's Alliance are talking differently about these same 
topics: taking over the Social Democratic Party and em- 
barking on the old quest. The Social Democratic Party will 
now have to dissolve in the embrace of the People's Alli- 
ance. 


People's Alliance Bankrupt and in Need 


Olafur Ragnar Grimsson, the head of the People's Alliance MP's, wrote a 
lengthy sermon in the weekend edition of THJODVILJINN concerning the rural 
election returns, in which he said, among other things: 


",...Nevertheless we have to face the fact that in the three elections which 
have taken place in the capital since we won the great victory in 1978 we 
have lost 1,000 to 2,000 votes each time. Such a thing cannot continue to 
happen. It is not a self-evident law of nature that the trend will stop 
here--that we cannot go any lower...." 


The head of the party's MP's said further: 


"Three towns--Kopavogur, Hafnarfjordur and Akureyri--are the next biggest to 
Reykjavik in size.... They are growing in population density at the same 
time as growth in Reykjavik has declined. It is, then, serious food for 
thought that among those tens of thousands who live in those three towns, the 
percentage of People's Alliance members is quite small. There are 33 city 
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delegates in those 3 towns, but the People's Alliance can claim only 4 of 
them." 


Then the head of the party's MP's turns to the subject of how to deal with 
the problem. What he emphasizes most is how to patch up the trousers of the 
People's Alliance relative to the Social Democratic Party. They should ap~ 
proach them in "friendship," entering by the back door, and imposing order 
on the bankruptcy. 


On the other hand, the head of the party's MP's does not talk about what 
might affect his own future as a candidate; but the story is going around 
that he wants to leave the sinking ship of the People's Alliance in Reykjavik 
and escape into less stormy waters, in the Vesturland precinct perhaps. 


Flattery for the Social Democratic Party 


In the abovementioned editorial, Grimsson makes numerous advances toward the 
Social Democratic Party. 


"In the preparations for the 1978 elections, some 3 years ago, the Social 
Democratic Party and the People's Alliance worked together peacefully for 

the first time since the end of the war.... The result was that both parties 
won the greatest victories in their histories," he says. "The People's Alli- 
ance and the Social Democratic Party have been trying harder to draw on the 
same resources for strength and have sometimes competed to gain the victories 
foreign socialists enjoy," he says. And: "The People's Alliance and the 
Social Democratic Party have agreed in the Althing on numerous matters of 
foreign affairs." "All this shows that in various areas of foreign affairs 
issues the People's Alliance has been more in agreement with the Social Demo- 
cratic Party than with the current leadership of the Progressive Party." 

And we could quote more in that vein. 


Those who remember decades back in the history of Icelandic politics will 
remember that the founding of the Socialist Party took place when part of the 
Social Democratic Party united with the Communist Party--a mutual name change. 
Now that the People's Alliance has become emaciated through an unwanted 
electoral starvation, it seems that its taste buds still hanker toward the 
Social Democratic Party. "In hard times hay is the most important thing," 

as the proverb says. 


"Unlucky To Keep Leadership From the People's Alliance" 


Thorarinn Thorarinsson, the editor of TIMINN, wrote in a recent editorial 
under the title, "Leadership of the People's Alliance Rejected": 'The re- 
sults of the city elections in Reykjavik show, on the contrary, that it is 
more than unlucky to keep the People's Alliance from leadership. The fact 
that the former majority in the city government did not win showed, probably, 
that the voters thought that leadership was in the hands of the People's 
Alliance, since it was by far the largest of the parties which made up the 
majority. 
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"Many voters were afraid that the influence of the People's Alliance was 
growing too great.... That fear, which became associated with the People's 
Alliance, had a large role in causing the downfall of the former city govern- 
ment majority party.... Not only did the People’s Alliance lose a huge fol- 
lowing, but so did its colleague parties in the city government." 


Can we expect a comparable editorial, having to do with national government, 
from Thorarinn Thorarinsson soon?

HALLGRIMSSON: ELECTIONS‘ RESULT, NEW LEADERS HELPING PARTY 
Reykjavik MORGUNBLADID in Icelandic 30 May 82 pp 16-17 


[Excerpts] In last week's urban and rural elections, the 
Independence Party once more took first place in Icelandic 
politics. The party's share of the vote in Reykjavik was 
one of the highest in its history. Only twice before--in 
1958 and 1971--has the Independence Party received more 
votes in urban elections. Election results seen as a 
whole tell the same story. 


These election returns mark a turning point in the history 
of the Independence Party after the difficulties of recent 
years. We can expect great changes on the national level 
in the next few terms. MORGUNBLADID interviewed Geir 
Hallgrimsson, chairman of the Independence Party, asking 
him his opinions now that the Independence Party has 
achieved its full power again, and what might result from 
this turn of events. 


We Have the Advantage Now 


[Question] The Independence Party took some hard knocks in the elections of 
1978 and 1979. Are the recent election returns a sign that the party is get- 
ting a grip on the problems which have haunted it the past few years? 


[Answer] In the two elections to which you refer--for the Althing and for the 
rural districts in 1978--the problem was largely that we lost our majority in 
Reykjavik. I emphasized the fact at that time that despite that setback, we 
had lost nothing that it was not possible to win back. The 1979 elections, 
then, caused us some disappointment, although we got back some of our follow- 
ing, compared with the 1978 election returns. But in those disastrous Decem- 
ber elections we became aware that some of our MP's were turning against the 
majority of the party. 


It is, then, particularly satisfying that in the campaigns for the current 
elections the Independence Party members have stood united with the one intent 
of once again winning Reykjavik and achieving optimum results everywhere else 
in the country. We have had a lot of work to do. This was already apparent 
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last year at the Independence Party national convention. At that conveniion 
we looked at the issues and unanimously agreed on a basic party platform with 
continued unequivocal and determined opposition to the present government and 
its goals. It was clear, therefore, to all of the voters that the Indeperm 
dence Party has no part in the present government and bears no responsibility 
in any way for its actions or lack of action. 


We Independence Party members definitely have the advantage now, now that 
there is such a short time until the next parliamentary elections. What will 
be most important when these elections are held is that all Independence Party 
members take the same position toward the government. I believe it is already 
obvious that the voters in the upcoming parliamentary elections will not 
choose to prolong the life of the present government. 


Parliamentary Elections? 


[Question] You were talking about the Althing elections almost immediately 
after the returns came in last week. From the point of view of the Indepen- 
dence Party, isn't it lucky that the long-term results of the present govern- 
ment's policies have become so obvious before people go to the polls? 


[Answer] I believe it is only natural to ask for elections to the Althing 

as soon as possible, before changes are made in the electoral districts. The 
current government has passed up all its chances and is less likely to work 
on its problems after this than it has been up to now. The Progressive Party 
will definitely keep to its appointed task of emphasizing the necessity of 
economic action. But the People's Alliance will turn a deaf ear, or they 
will dilute the policy steps which ought to be taken. We can expect nothing 
from them. I could mention, for example, the so-called economic actions 
taken by this government at the beginning of the year. 


On the other hand, in the light of these election returns, the People's Alli- 
ance and the Progressive Party won't be thinking of anything much except how 
to come up with a battle plan, a party-oriented battle plan, before the 
Althing elections. This has already become apparent, especially in the case 
of the People's Alliance, in the "extra" issues, like the Holy Week matter 
and the eel fisheries. If, before the next Althing elections, either of 
these parties, or both of them, believes it has come up with a battle plan 
favorable for improving things after these rural district elections, they can 
break up the coalition in order to attack each other. 


From the point of view of the Independence Party, it may well be fortunate 
that the working methods of this government have become so obvious to the 
voters, and may be so right up to the Althing elections. But I believe the 
next few weeks or months will reveal some consequences of the current coali- 
tion's actions which will be so serious that we cannot delay working out 
solutions to the resulting problems. But actually we Independence Party mem- 
bers are of the opinion that the needs of our party and of the nation will 
turn out to be the same on these issues and in other cases. 
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Multiparty Coalitions 


[Question] The Independence Party worked together with the Social Democratic 
Party for 13 years in the government, and with the Progressive Party for 

4 years during the last decade--and some feelers went out between the Inde- 
pendence Party and the People's Alliance concerning coalitions at the end of 
1979 and at the end of 1980. How do these political delineations stand now, 
in your opinion? What directions will Icelandic politics take after these 
election returns? 


[Answer] We have reason to hope for increased support in the upcoming par- 
liamentary elections, if we look at the returns from the recent rural elec- 
tions, and if we can trust in the cooperation and support of the Independence 
Party members--of which I am confident. It would be an excellent idea to 
draw clear lines of demarcation in Icelandic politics, such that we will have 
a definite majority in the Althing as well as in the city government of Rey- 
kjavik--and on a larger scale as well, so that politicians and their parties 
will take responsibility for their actions and not hide themselves behind the 
other parties with which they have been in coalition. 





I am not so optimistic as to think that we Independence Party members will 
achieve a pure majority in the Althing. We will aim at a coalition with 
other parties after the elections--parties who are ready to try to solve 
problems in a way most in harmony with what we Independence Party members 
already have on our agenda. We feel that the scope of government projects 
should be cut back, that taxes should be lowered, and that room should be 
given for individual progress and professional growth, so that we can improve 
the standard of living in our country and insure our necessary progress. 


Natural Turnover 


[Question] Young people have been coming to the forefront in the Independence 
Party recently. Fridrik Sophusson was chosen vice chairman at the national 
convention, and now David Oddsson has become one of the primary leaders of 

the party in his capacity as mayor of Reykjavik. Do you anticipate a big 
turnover in party leadership in the next few years? 


[Answer] I believe what we are talking about here is the process of natural 
renewal, and such a renewal must, of course, continue. I do not believe that 
any revolutions are waiting in the wings. Moreover, it is our opinion as 
Independence Party members that it is generally better to let things develop 
naturally and that we can build both on the experience of the old and on the 
new ideas of the young. The Independence Party may draw from many capable 
young people, of whom the two you mentioned are worthy representatives. The 
Independence Party, fortunately, does not have to struggle with the problem 
of not enough people. 


Increased Number of MP's 


[Question] The Independence Party MP's have been subjected to criticism. Do 
you believe this has been justified? 
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|Answer] No. I believe the criticism which there has been of the group of 
independence Party members that we have as MP's has no logical basis. It 
shows the problems behind parliamentary issues, both in the case of individ- 
ual MP's and in the case of our party's group of MP's--as, for example, in 
energy issues, big industry and manufacturing issues, agricultural and bank- 
ing issues, and tax and social issues. What happened last winter was un- 
usual--that the governmental opposition came on the scene to untie knots 
which the government had drawn so tightly that it could not untie them, in 
matters of energy and industry and the silica processing plants. These 
examples show that the Independence Party, even in its role as opposition, 
is just as responsible as the government itself. 





[Question] Is that the role of Independence Party members as governmental 
opposition, to untie knots which the government has tied and cannot untie? 


[Answer] If that is what is necessary for our national welfare. 


[Question] Some say that the Independence Party MP's will not be able to in- 
crease their numbers except by increasing the total number of MP's and chang- 
ing the electoral districts, because the incumbent MP's would take up the 
ballots in the primaries. What is your opinion on this? 


[Answer] I believe the party's MP's will keep their seats, because people 

in their districts, trust them, and because of national custom. More people 
will come in, in a natural way, in the course of time, just as has happened 

in earlier years and former decades. However, I do consider it necessary 
before we hold the next elections to increase the number of MP's in Reykja- 
vik, Reykjanes and the northeast, as has been proposed by the Independence 
Party, in the hopes that the other parties will cooperate on this. If this 
should work out, there will be a specific increase involved, and in accordance 
with that, we would have new men coming into the Althing to work. 


Hard Times Behind Us 


[Question] It has sometimes been said in the past that the Independence 
Party was not a favorable option for voters in Icelandic politics because of 
inner factionalism. David Oddsson said, in an interview with MORGUNBLADID 

2 days after the elections, that the Independence Party has regained its 
self-confidence with these election returns. Has the party again become an 
option for the voters in Icelandic politics? 


[Answer] I believe the party has always been a good option in Icelandic 
politics; but I do agree that these elections mark a turning point in the 
history of the Independence Party. There are some hard times behind us, and 
Independence Party members will prefer to look to the future after this, 
rather than to those hard times of the past that we have gone through. It 
is better to turn to whatever future tasks will come up. There is no longer 
any reason to dwell on internal party matters. But it is good to keep in 
mind that the story is going around that all the political parties are the 
same--the same porridge from the same pot, as the saying goes. This story 
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was repeated by the Women's Delegation, for example, in the elections for 
city government. And certainly the Women's Delegation got itself some votes 
out of spreading that rumor. I believe this kind of thinking is dangerous 
to our democratic system--and because of this, the voters will have to keep 
in mind how they can best support a healthy party system in our country. 


The only way to do that is to have the common man keep his eyes open to the 
political parties and their platforms, and their promises: before elections 
compared with their actions after elections. The voters must force the poli- 
ticians and parties to take responsibility for their actions. If this is 
done, then the political lines of demarcation will become clearer, and each 
time that they go to the polls the people will have a better idea of what 

the options are.

*L'UNITA' COMMENTS ON SUSPENS ION OF PCI DISSIDENT

[Unattributed commentary: "If Confidence Is Lacking Within the Party"] 


[Text] The dismissal from this post and suspension from the party for 6 

months, decided on by the PCI's Cremona Federal Control Commission, of Comrade 
Fausto Sorini, contributor to the JOURNAL INTERSTAMPA, is an issue that extends 
beyond the personal case of one comrade. Some people have wondered how to 
consider and assess a press organ for contributing to which a member and repre- 
sentative of the party is subjected to disciplinary sanctions. This question--a 
legitimate one--was also asked by some of our readers in their letters yesterday. 
It would therefore be advisable to deal with the issue clearly and openly and 
with a precise awareness of all the implications of such a delicate issue. It 
must be specified that Comrade Fausto Sorini was not dismissed from his post 

and suspended from the party because of his political ideas and stances or on 
account of the very fact of having contributed to a non-party journal, other 
comrades have expressed--and still express--different stances (including in 
L'UNITA), contribute to JOURNAL or have responsible positions within them, 
without anyone believing that they should be subjected to disciplinary 

measures. The Cremona Federal Committee and Federal Control Commission examined 
only a series of actions and forms of conduct on Comrade Sorini's part which 
implied a lapse in the necessary relationship of trust that must always exist 
between member and party. 


These actions and forms of conduct are clear and can be assessed and judged by 
all. They range from the use that Sorini made of INTERSTAMPA to outright 
political initiatives, such as visits to Poland to make political contacts 
whose nature is unclear. 


All these activities are based on a political platform opposed, on all essential 
domestic and foreign policy issues, to the line democratically formulated and 
approved by the party. On top of this one must add the tendency that has 
emerged in recent issues of INTERSTAMPA to build an organizational structure of 
support, with proclaimed intentions of opposition to the PCI and open incitement 
to splittist activities in party sections. The very nature of the publications 
has become clear. Six issues of the magazine have been published. Initially, 
in its declared intentions, it presented itself as a monthly providing documen- 
tation and information about the reality of socialism and the problems of peace.

Even then it ill concealed the desire to present a general group political plat- 
form built in opposition to the PCI's line. So much so that most recently the 
publication of the magazine has been combined with the organizational endeavor 
to establish "circles." 


This, then, is the first and ineluctable issue. The JOURNAL and the activity 
to which it gives rise constitute a factor alien to and in conflict with the 
PCL, its platform and its democratic rules. 


There is another very serious and delicate problem too, however, our party, 
which does indeed have a complex and rich history, has always had a particular 
trait: It has defended and practiced its autonomy in its strategic and 
political options without enclosing itself in provincialism, but assessing all 
international and domestic factors with an objective attitude. However, the 
method, the approach, the specific links and the stances which the INTERSTAMPA 
group displays, practises and proposes are subordinate to realities alien to 
our party and to the Italian workers’ movement. This is not a factor that can 
be "presented" as an internationalist policy. International relations among 
the revolutionary and democratic forces require that solidarity be the result 
of free discussions and real convergences; that is be based on the full recog- 
nition of the sovereignty, autonomy and independence of all. INTERSTAMPA, 
however, is a clumsy amplifier for the stances of others. 


Last, one final matter. There is already a polemic outside the party over the 
matters which we are discussing. It could even be said that events--existing 
or foreseeable--could prompt, even among certain comrades, questions and doubts 
about the rules that govern our party's system. We want to answer everyone 
rationally, reasserting the full freedom of debate and options practiced within 
the party, in which all opportunities for dialogue and involvement in decision- 
making must be guaranteed for every comrade, so that this ocrrect practice of 
party democracy will strengthen the capacity for political action of every 
comrade and organization and of the party as a whole. Within the practice of 
this broad democracy there can also be minorities and majorities. Obviously, 
everyone's efforts must be directed toward ensuring that subsequent action can 
be harmonious, that full freedom of expression does not lead to the crystalliza- 
tion of currents and factions and to harmful group ties and complicity. This 
is the case with INTERSTAMPA, however, since this initiative involves comrades 
who, having failed to gain the party's acceptance of their stances, organize 
themselves separately, even with nonparty members, to make them prevail and 

use the support of outside forces. Such a procedure, which other communist 
parties have experienced and which has prompted degenerative processes, would 
embody splittist elements. It is in nobody's interests that this occur, nor 
can we tolerate it. On the other hand, the party's norms of democratic life, 
codified in its regulations, must be observed by all. Whoever does not identify 
with the party's political platform and feels alien to it must responsibly and 
objectively acknowledge the fact. Membership of the PCI is voluntary and we 
cannot remain together if, over and above political and ideological differences, 
there is no relationship of mutual trust. And the essential precondition for 
trust is independence, autonomy, with respect to the calculations and pressures 
of outside forces.

TERLOUW TO LEAD D'66 IN GENERAL ELECTIONS

[Text] Amersfoort, July 17--Economics Minister Jan Terlouw agreed here on 
Saturday afternoon to be the Democrats '66 (D'66) party's leading candidate 

in the general elections on September 8, reversing his decision earlier in the 
day to withdraw from the list of candidates. 


Mr Terlouw, 50, had told his party's election congress on Saturday morning he 
would not run as a candidate because of a lack of confidence in him shown in 

a ballot among 3,270 party members last Thursday in which he was placed fourth 
on the list of candidates. 


But he reversed this decision later in the day after congress had adopted a 
resolution by 966 votes to 482 saying he had drawn a wrong conclusion from 
the ballot and stressing that the party wanted him as its leading candidate. 


Second chamber member Gerrit Mik received 476 votes and party member Langen- 
berg got six votes; 36 votes out of a total of 1484 were invalid. 


Policy 


The election congress, attended by about 2,000 members, did not definitely 
block possible cooperation with the Liberal VVD party in the next government. 


Congress approved by a large majority a party executive proposal saying that 
the chances of joining a coalition with the CDA and VVD were slight and clearly 
expressing preference for a coalition with the CDA and Labour parties. 


However, if joining a 'conservative' coalition would have to be considered, 
such a step should not be taken until after the parliamentary party and an 
extraordinary members meeting had given their opinion on this, congress said. 


All proposals aimed at rejecting any government cooperation with the Liberals 
were rejected or withdrawn. 


These decisions were in line with the views expressed by Mr Terlouw, who had 


stated he would not lead his party in the elections if cooperation with the 
VVD were blocked in advance. 
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Missiles 


Mr Terlouw also got his way when the meeting did not unconditionally reject 
the stationing of new nuclear missiles in the Netherlands, as demanded by 
the party's Utrecht branch. 


But congress agreed that if the Netherlands were asked to decide definitely 
whether or not it would accept the missiles before the developments at the 
disarmament talks in Geneva and the talks within NATO gave rise to this, D'66 
would unconditionally reject the stationing here.

RETIREMENT AGE FOR MILITARY TO BE RAISED TO 58

[Text] The Hague, July 15--Defence State Secretary Jan van Houwelingen said 
today he planned to raise the retirement age for all members of the armed 
forces to 58. 


The present retirement age for members of the royal army and the royal air 
force is 55 and that for members of the royal navy is 50. 


In letters to the second chamber and the central consultative body for members 
of the armed forces (CGOM), Mr Van Houwelingen said the plan should be imple- 
mented in two stages because he considered raising the retirement age for men- 
bers of the navy from 50 to 58 was too big a step. In the first phase the 

age for retirement would be put uniformly at 55; in the second phase it would 
be raised to 58 for all members of the armed forces. 


The state secretary said his plan would eventually lead to economies, although 
this was not the only reason for the measure. 


He also said he was considering the possibility of early retirement for members 
of the armed forces as from the age of 55, as well as the introduction of 
shared jobs for military aged between 55 and 58. 


Criticism 
The 0.B. organisation of non-commissioned officers (9,000 members), denounced 
the plans as ‘roundly absurd' at a time when trade and industry were willing to 


cooperate in lowering the retirement age for workers. 


It felt that the measure would lead to a further loss of jobs at a time when 
the government was trying to create jobs. 


The Protestant ACO: -isation of military (13,000 members) affiliated to the 
Protestant CNV tra . .. sn federation said the state secretary's plans were 
"unacceptable. ' 


A spokesman for this organisation said he expected the measure to lead to 
higher costs instead of to economies.

He further accused Mr Van Houwelingen of 'zigzagging' because the retirement 
age for members of the armed forces was reduced from 60 to 55 a few years ago. 


The NOV officers organisation had no objections to the first phase of the state 
secretary's plan: putting the retirement age for all branches of the armed
